Key  Industry  Duty  Exemption 

The  Treasury  have  made  an  Order  under  Section  lo  (5)  of  the 
Finance  Act,  1926,  exempting  dinitro-orthocresol  from  Key 
Industry  duty  from  Decemlier  8,  rgj/,  until  December  31,  1938. 

Innport  Duties  Committee  Notices 

Under  the  Import  Duties  (Exemptions)  (No.  13)  Order,  1937, 
dated  November  29,  1937,  SoHd  Insoluble  Quebracho  Extract 
has  been  removed  from  the  Free  List  under  the  Import  Duties 
Act,  1932,  as  from  December  i.  Importations  will  therefore 
now  be  liable  to  the  general  ad  valorem  duty  of  10  per  cent. 

The  Committee  announce  that  they  have  decided  not  to 
make  any  recommendation  in  respect  of  the  application  pre- 
viously advertised  for  an  increase  in  the  import  duty  on  potas- 
sium and  sodium  ferrocyanides.

tion  regarding  what  he  might  describe  as  "a  storm  in  a 
teacup,"  details  of  which  they  had  read  in  the  trade  Press. 

Mr.  T.  Guthrie  (vice-president  Pharmaceutical  Society),  re- 
sponding, said  he  saw  no  sign  of  "  a  storm  in  a  teacup  ' '  that 
evening.  There  had  been  things  which  had  grated  on  the 
sensitiveness  of  a  good  many  of  their  members  during  recent 
years,  but  the  Council  of  the  Society  had  known  the  whole  time 
that  the  solid  sense  of  membership  was  behind  them  in  their 
efforts  to  keep  up  the  high  standard  of  the  profession.  Mr. 
Guthrie  said  the  Council  had  been  asked  to  pass  a  resolution 
supporting  the  setting  up  of  a  committee  to  inquire  into 
questions  as  they  affected  non-members  of  the  Society.  The 
Council  refused  to  do  this.  They  felt  that  if  they  were  to  do 
so  it  might  be  regarded  as  a  reflection  upon  the  N.P.U.,  which 
had,  for  the  last  seventeen  years,  vigorously  and  ably  handled 
National  Health  Insurance  negotiations.  Instead,  they  passed 
a  resolution  suggesting  to  the  N.P.U.  that  a  joint  committee 
of  the  Society  and  the  Union  should  consider  together  National 
Health  Insurance  questions  affecting  chemists.  In  Edinburgh 
they  would  find  a  city  where,  for  generations,  a  question  which 
still  vexed  the  South  had  been  solved.  Doctors  and  chemists 
were  on  the  best  of  terms,  and  each  stuck  to  his  own  job.  Mr. 
H.  Carter  (president,  Blackburn  and  District  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion), submitting  "  The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,"  re- 
ferred to  the  national  health  campaign  launched  on  October  i. 
The  importance  of  the  dentist  and  the  nurse  had  not  been  over- 
looked, but  they  looked  in  vain  for  a  reference  to  the  pharmacist 
and  to  his  contribution  in  national  health  affairs.  Things  had 
come  to  a  sorry  pass  for  the  chemist  and  druggist  when  a  review 
of  the  National  Health  services  so  exhaustive  and  comprehensive 
was  considered  complete  without  mention  of  the  work  which  the 
pharmacist  had  accomplished.  Even  in  the  B.M.A.  booklet 
entitled  "  A  General  Medical  Survey  for  the  Nation,"  the  part 
devoted  to  pharmacy  was  sketchy  in  the  extreme.

He  deplored  the  fact  that  pharmacy  had  not  participated  in 
the  progress  which  had  been  made  in  working  conditions  in 
recent  years,  through  not  being  properly  paid  for  their  work, 
especially  N.H.I,  dispensing.  The  following  resolution  was 
carried  unanimously.  "  The  Leeds  Branch  of  the  N.P.U.  is 
strongly  in  favour  of  the  N.P.U.  negotiating  for  terms  under 
the  N.H.I,  contract." 

Liverpool 

The  Old  Students'  Association  of  Liverpool  School  of 
Pharmacy  held  a  meeting  on  November  ij.  Three  short  lec- 
tures were  given  by  members  of  the  Association  entitled  ' '  Some 
Aspects  of  Pharmacy,"  in  which  they  presented  the  views  of  a 
retail  chemist,  a  hospital  pharmacist  and  a  representative. 
It  was  evident,  from  the  tone  of  the  meeting,  that  retail 
pharmacy  was  the  best  task  and  the  one  that  gave  the  greatest 
remuneration  for  service. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Liverpool  on  November  18  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  over  400 
pharmacists  and  friends  were  the  guests  of  Bayer  Products, 
Ltd.  Two  talking  films  were  shown.  The  first,  "  Malaria," 
depicted  the  three  different  forms  of  malarial  infection  and 
the  development  of  the  parasite.  The  second  part  of  the  film 
dealt  with  sanitation  and  prophylaxis.  The  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  quinine,  and  the  pharmacological  action  of 
plasmoquine.   quino-plasmoquine  and  atebrin  were  depicted. 
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The  second  lilm,  "  Olympic  Games  1936,"  by  amateur  photo- 
graphers, met  with  an  enthusiastic  reception.  In  an  address 
of  welcome,  Dr.  H.  F.  Kotthoff  referred  to  outstanding 
advances  in  chemo-therapy,  such  as  the  introduction  of 
phenacetin,  aspirin  and  other  products,  culminating  in  the 
recent  introduction  of  prontosil.  The  speaker  referred  to 
Ehrlich's  efforts  to  find  chemical  remedies  which  would  act 
as  specifics  against  germs.  Ehrlicli  had  been  reluctantly  forced 
to  the  opinion  that  it  was  impossible  to  find  chemical  remedies 
against  diseases  of  bacterial  origin — a  conclusion  since  generally 
accepted  by  scientists  and  meclical  men.  The  scientists  of  the 
Bayer  laboratories,  however,  said  Dr.  Kotthoff,  did  not  accept 
this  finding.  In  1932  a  compound  was  found  which  had  some 
action  on  bacteria,  and  further  work  led  to  the  discovery  of  a 
product  (prontosil)  for  which  a  patent  was  taken  out.  In 
April  1935  prontosil  was  submitted  to  the  Therapeutic  Trials 
Committee,  which  thoroughly  investigated  the  drug,  and  in 
June  1936  Dr.  Colebrook  published  a  paper  on  the  subject 
in  "  The  Lancet." 

London 

The  first  of  a  series  of  sales  of  furniture,  curios  and  works  of 
art  collected  by  the  late  Sir  Henry  Wellcome  is  announced  to 
take  place  on  December  6. 

Progress  made  during  the  present  century  in  the  physics  of 
the  atom  is  demonstrated  by  an  exhibition  of  photographs  of 
atom  tracks,  opened  at  the  Science  Museum,  South  Kensington, 
on  November  19.  The  exhibition,  which  continues  until  Feb- 
ruary and  consists  of  photographs  of  the  tracks  of  individual 
atomic  nuclei  and  electrons  moving  at  high  speeds,  has  been 


Professor  Wilson's  Original  F-.xpansion  Chamber

planned  in  honour  of  Professor  C.  T.  R.  Wilson,  F.R.S.,  lately 
Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy  at  Cambridge,  who  twenty-five 
years  ago  first  made  these  tracks  possible  by  his  condensation 
method.  The  accompanying  illustration  shows  Professor 
Wilson's  original  apparatus,  on  view  in  the  exhibition,  which 
consists  of  a  glass  expansion  chamber,  the  base  of  which  is  a 
sliding  piston.  The  large  glass  globe  is  pumped  out  to  a  low 
pressure,  and  is  connected  to  the  piston  by  means  of  a  valve, 
whicli,  when  released,  causes  the  piston  to  drop  down  into  the 
metal  cylinder  below  the  chamber.  The  air  in  the  latter  is 
thus  suddenly  expanded,  and  some  of  its  water-vapour  con- 
denses upon  any  ions  present  in  the  chamber,  rendering  visible 
the  track  of  the  particles  which  produced  them.  The  tracks 
actually  consist  of  thin  wisps  of  cloud,  and  for  photographing 
them  a  sudden  flash  illumination  is  produced  immediately  after 
the  expansion  is  over  by  discharging  a  battery  through  a  special 
mercury  lamp.  A  small  handbook  describing  the  exhibits  has 
lieen  prepared  and  contains  a  brief  introduction  to  the  subject. 
Copies  are  on  sale  at  the  Museum,  or  may  be  olitained  from 
H.M.  Stationery  Office  (yd.  each,  post  free).

Mr.  Howells  referred  to  the  congestion 
at  17  Bloomsbury  Square  due  to  the  considerable  extension 
of  the  activities  of  the  Society  during  recent  years.  The  1933 
Act  had  thrown  a  great  deal  of  extra  work  upon  the  Society. 
These  extended  activities  necessitated  constant  reshuffling  of 
the  staff  at  Bloomsbury  Square  or  meant  the  taking  of  extra 
premises  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  this  entailed  heavy 
expense.  It  was  desirable  that  all  the  Society's  activities 
should  be  housed  under  one  roof.  He  assured  his  audience 
that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  build  a 
"  palace,"  but  it  had  the  responsibility  of  erecting  a  Iniilding 
which  would  serve  the  requirements  of  the  Society  for  many 
years  to  come. 

Mr.  Howells  then  referred  to  the  alleged  shortage  of  qualified 
assistants,  which  was  causing  some  concern.  Many  chemists 
had  experienced  a  difficulty  in  obtaining  locums  during  the 
past  summer,  and  this  had  given  rise  to  a  feeling  of  appre- 
hension that  there  was  a  dearth  of  pharmacists  to  meet  the 
demand.  He  reminded  his  audience  that  the  demand  for 
locums  was  an  abnormal  one,  being  concentrated  within  a 
period  of  two  months  or  so.  If  there  were  sufficient  men  to 
meet  this  demand,  there  would  be  too  many  for  normal  condi- 
tions and  unemployment  would  be  the  result.  Chemists  might 
have  to  consider  taking  their  holidays  at  a  different  time  of 
the  year.  The  1933  Act  had  been  responsible  for  absorbing 
more  qualified  people  into  retail  pharmacy,  this  Act  and  the 
D.D.A.  had  also  accounted  for  more  qualified  people  being 
employed  in  wholesale  and  manufacturing  houses.  Further, 
the  quiet  influence  of  the  Society  had  been  responsible  for 
more  qualified  people  being  employed  in  hospitals  and  similar 
institutions.  Actually  he  doubted  whether,  instead  of  there 
being  a  shortage  of  pharmacists,  there  was  sufficient  profes- 
sional work  at  the  present  time  to  occupy  the  pharmacists 
on  the  Register.  It  was  necessary  to  endeavour  to  increase 
the  amount  of  professional  work  available,  and  one  of  these 
waj's  was  to  secure  the  reservation  of  dispensing.  It  was 
doubtful  whether  the  best  method  of  achieving  this  object 
was  by  a  direct  attack  such  as  the  incorporation  of  such  a 
clause  in  a  Pharmacy  Bill.  Such  a  proposal  would  raise  a 
storm  of  protest  from  vested  interests,  and  such  hostility 
might  have  far-reaching  effects  which  would  possibly  jeopardise 
any  hope  of  development  along  more  evolutionary  lines.  It 
was  essential  that  they  should  jealously  guard  any  privileges 
or  protection  which  they  now  possessed.  It  would  not  be 
practical  to  ask  pharmacists  to  forego  prescribing — which  term 
covered  a  wide  field.  Possibly  pharmacists  would  be  prepared 
to  refrain  from  diagnosis.  He  looked  forward  to  the  findings 
of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  with  great  interest.  The  exten- 
sion of  N.H.I,  benefits  to  other  classes  would  certainly  come 
in  the  future,  and  this  suggested  that  many  doctors  would 
find  it  impracticable  to  dispense  for  their  few  private  patients. 

Referring  to  the  Society's  educational  policy,  Mr.  Howells 
pointed  out  that  educational  facilities  were  greatly  improved 
during;  recent  years  and  many  more  youths  now  matriculated. 
In  ne'gotiating  for  any  recognition  of  services,  it  was  essential 
that  members  should  be  adequatel>-  trained  for  such  work. 
The  speaker  appealed  to  all  pharmacists  to  co-operate  in  trying 
to  improve  their  position.  The  public  very  largely  took 
them  at  their  own  valuation.  Each  of  them  should 
endeavour  to  educate  those  with  whom  they  came  into 
contact  to  the  importance  of  pharmacy  and  the  pharmacist. 
He  deplored  the  disappearance  of  the  carboy  and  shop  rounds. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  Alban  Atkin  con- 
tended that  it  was  incorrect  to  speak  of  a  "  retail  "  phar- 
macist. Mr.  Howells  replied  that  it  was  true  that  "  phar- 
macist "  was  a  professional  term,  but  he  pointed  out  the 
difficulty  of  defining  the  activities  of  a  pharmacist  who  was 
carrying  on  a  retail  business.  Mr.  Cocking  asked  if  the  Society 
had  the  support  of  the  company  chemists  when  negotiating 
with  Government  departments.  Mr.  Howells  said  that  this 
was  frequently  so.  Mr.  Thomas  asked  if  there  was  any  foun- 
dation for  the  suggestion  that  only  a  certain  fixed  percentage 
of  candidates  were  passed  at  the  Society's  examinations.  Mr. 
Howells  assured  his  audience  that  such  ideas  were  entirely  un- 
founded. Mr.  Raiding  called  attention  to  the  large  number 
of  failures  in  botany,  and  suggested  that  too  high  a  standard 
was  required.  Mr.  Howells  emphasised  the  necessity  for  a 
knowledge  of  botany  and  zoology  in  the  student's  studies,  and 
suggested  that  the  real  reason  for  the  failures  was  because  the 
candidates  did  not  attach  sufficient  importance  to  the  subject. 
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Mr.  Munii  asked  about  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Societj^ 
for  members  to  become  acquainted  with  the  latest  scientific 
developments.  Mr.  Howells  pointed  out  that  additions  are 
constantly  being  made  to  the  library  of  the  Society,  and 
thought  that  members  did  not  avail  themselves  of  those 
facilities  sufficiently.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Goodwin,  he  said  he 
felt  sure  that  facilities  would  be  provided  in  the  new  building 
for  meetings  of  the  branches  and  also  for  individual  members. 
Replying  to  questions  regarding  a  code  of  ethics,  Mr.  Howells 
said  that  it  was  for  the  branches  to  decide  in  the  first  place 
whether  they  desired  such  a  code  and  if  so  to  co-operate  in 
its  formulation.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Glover 
(vice-chairman).  Mr.  Shirtliff  proposed  a  vote  of  congratula- 
tions to  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  upon  his  appointment  as  chair- 
man of  the  London  Insurance  Committee. 

Manchester 

The  Manchester  and  District  Pharmaceutical  Masonic  Asso- 
ciation held  their  first  ladies'  evening  of  the  season,  on 
November  24,  at  the  Manchester  Limited  Cafe.  The  guests 
were  received  by  the  chairman  (Bro.  R.  Millner)  and  Mrs. 
Millnei.  After  the  loyal  toast,  the  following  toasts  were  pro- 
posed; "The  Chairman,"  "The  Ladies"  and  "The 
Visitors,"  by  Bros.  Edwards,  Walters  and  Renton  respectively. 
Replies  were  by  the  chairman,  Mrs.  Millner  and  Bro.  Long- 
mire.  In  the  whist  drive,  conducted  by  Bro.  Hummel,  the 
following  were  the  prize-winners: — Mrs.  Baker,  Mrs.  Tyler  and 
Mrs.  Bostock  ;  travelling  prize — Mrs.  Millner  ;  hidden  number 
— Mrs.  Edwards  ;  Bro.  Fisher  ;  hidden  number,  Bro.  West- 
wood.    Bro.  Wied  acted  as  M.C. 

Reference  to  a  desire  to  obtain  a  cliarter  relating  to  hours, 
wages  and  general  working  conditions  for  pharmaceutical 
employees  was  made  at  a  meeting  of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire 
pharmaceutical  employees  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees  Section  of  the  Shop 
Assistants'  Lfnion  at  the  Manchester  Athenaeum  on  Novem- 
ber 30.  Confessing  that  he  was  a  non-rejjentant  evolutionist, 
Mr.  W.  E.  Phillipson,  M.P.S.,  Manchester,  who  occupied  the 
chair,  pointed  out  that  they  must  have  changes.  Civilisation 
was  not  a  static  state,  but  one  of  dynamic  activity.  Mr.  L. 
Potash,  M.P.S.,  Manchester,  contended  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  did  not  give  due  consideration  to  the  conditions  of 
pharmaceutical  employees.  It  was  essential  that  pharma- 
ceutical employees  should  rally  round  a  body  which  would  look 
after  their  own  interests,  although  he  had  to  admit  that  many 
young  people  nowadays  were  exceedingly  apathetic.  They 
were  not  prepared  to  come  behind  the  scenes  and  help  to  bring 
about  decent  conditions  in  pharmacy.  It  was  deplorable  that 
there  were  qualified  men  receiving  something  like  £;>,  a  week, 
after  a  considerable  financial  outlay  and  much  study.  It  was 
the  intention  of  the  Union  to  set  about  drafting  a  charter  laying 
down  minimum  scales  of  pay,  maximum  hours,  and  general 
working  conditions.  Negotiations  could  be  commenced  with 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union. 

Mr.  R.  E.  Bradfield  (National  Executive  of  the  Shop  Assist- 
ants' Union)  pointed  out  that  a  pharmacist  performed  a  public 
service  and  was  something  more  than  an  ordinary  shop 
assistant.  He  had  read,  in  a  paper  whicli  ranged  itself  against 
the  trade  union  movement,  that  there  were  dispensers  in  this 
country  earning  between  47s.  and  55s.  a  week  for  from 
sixty-five  to  seventy-seven  hours.  It  was  less  than  8d.  an 
hour,  whereas  the  trade  union  rate  for  labourers  amounted  to 
IS.  5d.  an  hour.  Pharmaceutical  employees  would  have  to 
consider  very  seriously  whether  the  economic  return  for  their 
particular  skill  was  good  enough.  It  was  perfectly  scandalous 
that  a  trade  union  meeting  in  this  country  had  to  start  at 
9  p.m.  as  that  meeting  had  had  to  do.  The  Shop  Assistants' 
Union  had  bank  balances  amounting  to  ;£i7o,ooo  and  a  member- 
ship of  80,000,  and  they  were  prepared  to  use  their  resources 
towards  bringing  a  campaign  in  the  pharmaceutical  profession 
to  a  successful  issue.  The  following  resolution  was  carried:  — 
' '  That  this  meeting  representative  of  employees  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical profession  in  Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  viewing  with 
grave  concern  the  low  rates  of  wages  paid  and  long  hours 
worked,  calls  on  all  assistants,  qualified  and  unqualified,  to 
join  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union,  and  assist  the  Union  through 
its  Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees  section,  in  the 
effort  to  have  wages  and  conditions  regulated  by  agreement 
as  has  already  been  done  in  tailoring,  drapery  and  grocery 
trades." 


Irish  Notes 

Irish  Drug  Association 

At  the  second  November  fortnightly  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  Mr.  P.  A.  Brady  (presi- 
dent) in  the  chair,  Mr.  T.  C.  Scott  was  congratulated  by  the 
chairman  on  his  co-option  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland.  It  was  reported  to 
the  Committee  that  the  P.A.T.A.  had  taken  action  against 
several  ' '  outside ' '  traders  who  persisted  in  cutting  certain 
lines.  Members  of  the  I.D.A.  were  requested  to  advise  the  sec- 
retary of  any  known  cases  of  the  cutting  of  P.A.T.A.  lines. 
A  report  of  the  subcommittee  recommended  that  the  next  dele- 
gates' meeting  be  held  on  December  6. 

Local  Association  Meetings 

A  meeting  of  the  Waterford  and  District  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion was  lield  during  Novcmljer,  wlien  matters  of  local  concern 
were  discussed. 

The  Galway  Chemists'  Association  met  during  November 
to  consider  a  demand  received  from  the  Irish  Union  of  Distri- 
butive Workers  that  the  rates  and  conditions  of  work  for  assis- 
tants operative  in  Dublin,  Cork  and  Limerick  be  made  opera- 
tive in  Galway  district.  A  delegation  from  the  local  Branch  of 
the  Union  was  received  in  connexion  with  the  matter. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Westmeath  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemists,  held  recently  in  Athlone,  Mr.  J.  Fleming,  M.P.S.I., 
presiding,  the  following  schedule  of  working  hours  for  the 
Athlone  district  was  agreed  upon: — Week-days,  9  a.m.  to 
y  p.m.;  Saturdays,  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.;  Sundays  and  Bank  Holi- 
days, 11  a.m.  to  1.30  p.m.  Prices  were  agreed  upon  for  cer- 
tain lines  not  on  the  Irish  Drug  Association  List.  Other 
matters  discussed  at  the  meeting  included  the  pricing  and 
coding  of  prescriptions,  the  I.D.A.  Approved  List,  conditions 
of  ernployment  in  pharmacy,  insurance  indemnity  and  '  the 
igoS  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act. 

Belfast 

Sir  Thomas  McMullan,  as  president  of  the  Bangor  Boy 
Scouts'  Association,  welcomed  the  Earl  of  Buckinghamshire  to 
that  town  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  on  November  22. 

A  meeting  of  the  Belfast  ladies'  social  pharmacy  committee 
was  held  at  the  offices  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  on  November  24.  Mrs.  Fred  Storey  (chairman)  pre- 
sided. It  was  reported  that  the  recent  dance  had  realised  ^^40 
net  in  aid  of  the  Chemists'  Benevolent  Fund.  Mrs.  Fred  Storey 
intimated  that  she  could  not  continue  to  occupy  the  position 
of  chairman,  and  Miss  Laverty  (secretary)  also  announced 
that  she  wished  to  resign.  Both  ladies  have  filled  the  posi- 
tions for  three  years,  and  tribute  was  paid  to  their  work. 

Dublin 

A  demand  for  increased  wages  and  for  changes  in  working 
conditions  has  been  served  on  Dublin  wholesale  chemists  and 
wholesale  druggists  on  behalf  of  some  200  workers,  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Irish  Transport  and  General  Workers'  Union. 

In  the  High  Court,  Dublin,  on  November  29,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Hanna  and  Mr.  Justice  O'Byrne,  Mrs.  Walsh, 
Gardiner's  Place,  appealed  from  a  decision  of  Circuit  Judge 
Davitt,  dismissing  her  claim  for  personal  injuries  against 
Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson,  lytd.,  chemists,  Grafton 
Street.  The  plaintiff's  case  was  that  while  she  was  entering 
the  defendant's  branch  shop  at  51  Henry  Street,  a  roll  shutter 
door  fell  and  injured  her.  The  defence  was  denial  of  negli- 
gence, and  a  plea  that  at  the  time  of  the  accident  an  indepen- 
dent contractor  was  in  charge  of  the  door.  The  Court  allowed 
the  appeal  and  gave  the  plaintiff  a  decree  for  £j^^,  with  costs.

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Scottish  Notes 

Edinburgh 

Mr.  Orlando  Bradley,  M.D.,  D.Sc,  F.R.S.E.,  F.R.C.V.S., 
principal  of  the  Royal  (Dick)  Veterinary  College,  died  in  an 
Edinburgh  nursing  home  on  November  2i,  aged  sixty-five.  Dr. 
Bradley  joined  the  stag  of  the  Royal  (Dick)  \'eterinary  College 
in  igoo,  and  while  teaching  there  graduated  in  medicine.  He 
became  principal  of  the  Royal  (Dick)  Veterinary  College  in 
191 1,  and  was  president  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary 
Surgeons  from  1920  to  1922. 

The  opening  meeting  of  the  sixtieth  session  of  the  Edin- 
burgh Chemists',  Assistants'  and  Apprentices'  Association  took 
place  at  36  York  Place  on  November  26,  Mr.  Charles  J.  Collins 
(president)  in  the  chair.  The  following  prizes  were  handed  to 
the  successful  competitors  by  Mr.  J.  Rutlierford  Hill,  O.B.E., 
Ph.C.  : — First  Gumming  prize  in  practical  pharmacy,  Francis 
Glen  ;  Second  Cumming  prize,  David  J.  A.  Paton  ;  Duncan 
prize  in  practical  botany,  James  Struthers.  On  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Beattie  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  awarded  to  Mr. 
Rutherford  Hill  and  the  donors  of  the  prizes.  The  chairman 
introduced  Mr.  John  Gilmour,  Ph.C,  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners  in  Scotland,  and  called  upon  him  to  give  the 
inaugural  address 

Mr.  Gilmour  advised  students  not  to  think  that  the  Qualify- 
ing examination  was  the  end  of  their  studies.  Merely  to 
look  upon  the  period  of  study  as  a  matter  to  be  got  through 
indifiEerently  and  to  be  forgotten  as  soon  as  possible  was  to 
miss  the  real  object  of  it  all.  He  held  that  the  pharmaceutical 
examinations  were  as  fair  a  test  as  could  be  devised,  and  were 
conducted  with  a  uniform  desire,  not  to  find  out  what  a  candi- 
date did  not  know,  but  rather  to  find  out  what  he  really  did 
know.  Mr.  Gilmour  gave  an  outline  of  what  students  of  phar- 
macy had  to  face  in  the  future,  and  made  suggesions  as  to 
how  they  should  conduct  their  studies  and  recreation. 

A  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  and  South-Eastern  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  36  York 
Place,  Edinburgh,  on  November  25,  the  chairman  of  the 
Branch  (Mr.  James  B.  Mitchell)  presiding.  Mr.  C.  G.  Drum- 
raond  (secretary)  submitted  the  draft  branch  rules,  which  had 
been  approved  at  the  Bournemouth  Conference,  and  these  were 
adopted.  Dr.  J.  J.  Blackie  made  an  explanatory  statement 
with  regar^i  to  the  visit  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence to  Edinburgh  in  September  1938.  The  details  of  the 
programme  were  well  in  hand. 


Dr.  Tait  e.xplained  that  the  new  Methylated  Spirits  Act  for 
Scotland  would  operate  from  January  i,  1938.  It  was  expected 
that  the  final  Orders  or  Regulations  would  be  issued  shortly. 
Scottish  chemists  were  in  complete  agreement  with  the  object 
of  the  Act.  The  Society  had  secured  a  provision  by  which 
the  supply  of  surgical  spirit  came  within  the  exemption  of 
Section  19  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  in  regard 
to  a  medicine  ;  if  copied  in  the  prescription-book  and  otherwise 
dealt  with  as  provided  by  Section  19,  the  requirements  as  to 
registering  would  not  apply.  The  Society  had  also  secured  that 
sellers  of  methylated  spirits  other  than  authorised  sellers  of 
poisons  are  required  to  pay  a  registration  fee  to  the  local 
authority.  The  Act  provided  that  the  police  would  have 
power  of  entry  and  inspection.  In  the  discussion  which  fol- 
lowed, it  was  explained  that  many  chemists,  in  regard  to  the 
sale  of  poisons,  refused  to  sell  small  quantities  an<l  fixed  a 
minimum  price  for  nnv  sale  of  a  registered  article. 

Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland

Scottish  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  a  whist  drive, 
supper  and  dance  was  held  in  the  Gordon  Restaurant,  (Glas- 
gow, on  November  16,  when  over  150  persons  were  present.

Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


The  Meeting  at  Leeds 

on  the  National  Health  Insurance  con- 
tract addressed  by  Mrs.  Irvine  provided  few  surprises  (pp.  627, 
631).  Of  course  the  chemist  has  done  his  work  conscienti- 
ously as  dispenser  to  the  State  ;  I  recall  vividly  the  coming 
into  force  of  the  dispensing  arrangements  in  1913,  and  the 
first  script  handed  to  me.  There  was  never,  from  the  first, 
any  doubt  on  the  part  of  pharmacists  that  the  same  meticu- 
lous care  expended  on  the  private  script  would  be  used  witli 
N.H.I,  scripts.  I  agree  that  in  many  ways  conditions  are 
better  now.  In  those  first  years  we  priced  our  own  scripts  ; 
to-day,  at  a  small  charge,  they  are  priced  for  us.  Our  treat- 
ment of  our  customers  who  brought  the  scripts  has  always 
been  courteous  ;  in  my  own  case  I  provided  a  waiting  room, 
with  a  fire  in  the  winter,  for  those  who  had  come  some  dis- 
tance and  had  to  wait.  Pharmacists  have  kept  their  part  of 
the  bargain :  they  want  the  State  to  keep  its  part  and  pay  the 
all  too  small  fees  without  discounting  and  at  a  higher  rate  if 
possible.  As  to  the  future,  it  is  little  consolation  to  us  to 
know  that  N.H.I,  has  established  itself  as  a  permanent  feature 
of  the  social  system  of  the  country  if  the  payment  for  this 
service  is  not  to  be  in  full.  Expansion  is  well  ;  it  is  interest- 
ing to  know  that  there  are  two  insurance  contractors  now  to 
one  in  1922,  if  other  things  are  in  proportion.  As  to  the  in- 
crease of  1,000,000  in  1938  by  the  addition  of  juvenile  em- 
ployed persons  under  the  Medical  Benefit  Scheme,  this  may 
prove  to  be  an  additional  source  of  worry  to  the  pharmacist. 
Let  all  N.H.I,  dispensing  chemists  do  their  best  to  strengthen 


the  hand  of  the  N.P.U.  in  its  work  of  getting  a  new  and,  I 
hope,  better  contract  from  the  Ministn,'  of  Health — that  is  the 
pressing  need. 

One  of  the  Most  Interesting  Items 

of  news  in  your  issue 
of  November  27  is  that  describing  the  second  annual  meeting 
of  C.F.  manufacturers  (p.  618).  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
progress  of  this  movement  has  falsified  the  somewhat  gloomy 
prophecies  of  those  who  gave  it  six  months  before  it  col- 
lapsed. At  the  end  of  the  second  year's  working  seventy- 
three  manufacturers  have  joined  the  scheme,  and  one  speaker 
at  the  meeting  suggested  tliat  the  number  might  well  reach 
100  during  the  coming  year.  Two  matters  appear  to  have 
been  dealt  with  since  last  November — the  preparation  of 
a  provisional  list  of  wholesalers  and  the  arrangements  for 
supplying  C.F.  articles  to  welfare  centres.  Both  these  are 
important.  It  will  obviously  be  difficult  to  carry  on  the 
scheme  with  efficiency  unless  the  wholesalers  work  it  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  agreement  between  N.P.U. , 
Ltd.,  and  the  manufacturers.  Wholesalers  should  be  selected 
whose  main  business  is  the  supply  of  medicinal  articles  to 
chemists,  doctors  and  hospitals.  The  supply  of  C.F.  goods 
to  welfare  centres  raises  several  problems ;  obviously  such 
goods  cannot  be  supplied  to  these  clinics  for  re-sale,  and  the 
way  out  of  the  difficulty  would  seem  to  be  the  use  of  a  bulk 
package.  But  the  onus  of  supplying  any  goods  should  lie 
with  the  manufacturers :  the  profit  could  well  be  passed 
through  the  wholesaler  or  retailer. 
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Legal  Reports 


Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. — At  Glasgow  Sheriii 
Court,  on  November  24,  Drs.  David  and  James  Coutts,  A.  S. 
Bisset,  Alexander  MacLachlan,  John  Porter  and  John  Pearson 
were  charged  with  having,  in  their  dispensaries  in  Glasgow, 
sold  Harrison's  Pomade  by  the  agency  of  unregistered  per- 
sons. Mr.  George  Fraser,  managing  director  of  Gordon  & 
Eraser,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Stobcross  Street,  was  charged  with  a 
similar  offence.     All  were  admonished. 

At  Southend-on-Sea  Police  Court,  on  November  19,  Britacies, 
Ltd.,  Old  Southend  Road,  were  fined  ^10,  with  £^  3s.  costs,  for 
unlawfully  using  at  their  shop  in  the  Broadway  the  title 
"  chemists."  Mr.  A.  E.  Castle,  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  said  the  defendants  carried  on  a  business  which  might 
be  described  as  that  of  unqualified  medicine  vendors.  They 
distributed  by  a  string  hanging  outside  their  Broadway  shop 
pamphlets  or  booklets  describing  their  products.  The  booklets 
stated  that  they  were  issued  by  "  Britacies,  Ltd.,  Wholesale 
and  Retail  Manufacturing  Chemists."  In  April  last  they 
were  fined  £2,  with  ^3  3s.  costs,  for  using  the  word 
"  pharmacy  "  when  it  was  illegal  for  them  to  do  so.  Mr. 
W.  F.  Bestley,  for  the  defendants,  said  it  would  need  the  eye 
of  a  lawyer  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  discover  that 
there  was  an  offence  in  this  case. 

At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court,  London,  on  November  18, 
Miss  E.  Young,  Caledonian  Road,  N.,  pleaded  "Guilty"  to 
summonses  in  conne.xion  with  a  sale  of  colchicine  contained 
in  Eade's  Pills.  It  was  stated  that  the  defendant  had  only  a 
small  shop.  She  said  she  was  asked  to  get  the  pills  and  she 
intended  to  look  in  a  book  about  the  sale  of  them.  The 
summonses  were  dismissed  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders 
Act  on  payment  of       4s.  costs. 

At  Liverpool  Police  Court,  on  November  16,  Mr.  Norman 
Ashley  Cluett,  chemist,  of  St.  James  Street,  was  fined  £6,  with 
£/^  IS.  costs,  for  offences  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act. 
Mr.  W.  F.  Morris,  prosecuting  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  said  it  was  alleged  that  Cluett  had  been  carrying  on 
business  with  an  unqualified  assistant  and  selling  poisons 
through  that  agent.  The  assistant  sold  a  bottle  of  compound 
syrup  of  hypophosphites  containing  strychnine.  Mr.  A. 
Morris,  defending,  said  the  assistant  was  a  skilful  man  though 
technically  not  qualified. 

At  Jarrow  Police  Court,  on  November  18,  Mrs.  D.  M.  Arm- 
strong, Bede  Burn  Road,  pleaded  "Guilty"  to  charges  of 
selling  a  bottle  of  Famel  brand  Syrup.  Mr.  S.  G.  March  prose- 
cuted for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  A.  P.  Livingstone, 
defending,  said  there  had  been  no  intention  to  break  the  law. 
The  magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  40s.,  with  £2  2S.  solicitor's 
fees,  in  respect  of  the  charge  of  selling  poison  on  premises  not 
duly  registered,  and  dismissed  the  two  other  charges  on  pay- 
ment of  costs. 

Interest  on  a  Loan. —  In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  tiie 
High  Court,  London,  on  December  i,  before  Mr.  Justice  Porter, 
a  claim  for  the  sum  of  £t.,o']^  14s.  gd.  in  respect  of  interest  on 
a  loan  was  made,  the  plaintiff  being  Mr.  Frederick  Eirmenich, 
Geneva,  and  the  defendant  Mr.  E.  Guillevic,  St.  Dunstan  s 
Hill,  E.C.3.  The  case  for  Mr.  Eirmenich,  who  was  stated  to 
be  a  dealer  in  perfume,  was  that  in  1929,  when  he  and  Mr. 
Guillevic  were  directors  of  Huileries  Felix  Audemard,  Nice,  it 
was  decided  to  increase  the  capital  of  the  company.  The 
directors  were  to  subscribe  for  half  the  proposed  new  shares, 
and  Mr.  Eirmenich  paid  the  total  amount  on  the  directors' 
undertaking  to  repay  him  the  capital  within  five  years,  and 
6  per  cent,  interest  annually.  On  behalf  of  Mr.  Guillevic  it 
was  contended  that,  the  writ  having  been  issued  in  1934.  the 
claim  was  premature,  the  agreement  being  that  he  need  not 
pay  any  money  as  capital  or  interest  for  five  years,  except  at 
his  option.  It  was  also  argued  that  the  English  Court  had 
not  jurisdiction  to  try  the  case,  as  the  dispute  was  between 
two  members  of  a  French  company  concerning  the  company's 
affairs,  and  under  the  company's  articles  only  the  Nice  Court 
had  jurisdiction  to  decide  the  matter.  Mr.  Justice  Porter  said 
that  the  agreement  between  the  parties  was  in  French,  and 
Mr.  Eirmenich' s  case  was  that  the  loan  he  made  to  Mr. 
Guillevic  was  repayable  in  a  maximum  period  of  five  years 
and  interest  was  payable  annually.  Mr.  Guillevic  said  that 
the  contract  was  that  the  capital  and  interest  should  not  be 


payable  until  five  years  had  elapsed.  His  lordship  held  that 
Mr.  Firmenich's  view  was  the  correct  one.  On  the  question 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  English  Court,  the  judge  said  that 
the  loan  was  a  private  one  by  Mr.  Eirmenich  to  Mr.  Guillevic, 
though  it  was  intended  that  Mr.  Guillevic  should  use  the 
money  for  the  purposes  of  the  company.  In  his  lordship's 
view  the  present  dispute  was  not  one  within  the  meaning  of 
the  company's  articles.  Judgment  was  entered  for  Mr. 
Eirmenich  for  £2,oj^  14s.  gd.,  with  costs. 

Action  Settled. — In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High 
Court,  London,  on  November  25  and  26,  before  the  Lord 
Chief  Justice  and  a  special  jury,  Mr.  Percy  Bernard  Phillips, 
Ph.C,  Combe  Martin  Road,  Southfields,  S.W.,sued  Mr.  Thomas 
Needham,  Lancaster  Gate,  W.,  alleging  slander  and  libel.  Mr. 
Phillips  also  asserted  that  Mr.  Needham  had  procured  his  dis- 
missal from  his  post  of  director,  manager,  superintendent  and 
secretary  of  Bernard  Phillips,  Ltd.,  chemists,  and  claimed 
damages.  Sir  Patrick  Hastings,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiff,  stated 
that  for  many  years  Mr.  Needham  carried  on  a  number  of 
chemists'  shops.  Mr.  Phillips  had  assisted  him  for  something 
like  twenty  years,  and  the  business  had  been  exceedingly 
prosperous.  When  Bernard  Phillips,  Ltd.,  was  formed  Mr. 
Needham  found  substantial  capital,  and  the  company  became 
very  profitable.  Mr.  Phillips  had  been  appointed  a  director 
at  ;^5o  a  year  and  manager  at  ;^i,ooo  a  year  to  superintend 
the  eighteen  shops  belonging  to  the  company.  The  difficulties 
which  gave  rise  to  this  litigation  seemed  to  come  from  the 
affairs  of  International  Oil  Lamp  and  Stove,  Ltd.,  in  which 
Mr.  Needham  was  interested.  Mr.  Phillips,  at  the  invitation 
of  Mr.  Needham,  became  a  director  and  chairman.  The 
company  had  given  a  licence  to  Shell  Mex,  Ltd.,  to  make  and 
sell  the  fires,  but  there  came  a  time  when  the  stove  company 
wanted  the  licence  back.  Mr.  Phillips,  with  the  full  authority 
of  the  board,  signed  heads  of  agreement  with  Shell  Mex,  Ltd., 
about  that  matter.  Later,  however,  allegations  were  made 
by  Mr.  Needham  that  the  plaintiff  had  no  authority  to  settle 
the  agreement  :  and  Mr.  Needham  uttered  other  words  which 
could  be  understood  to  mean  that  because  of  what  Mr.  Phillips 
had  done  with  regard  to  the  agreement  with  Shell  Mex, 
Mr.  Needham  would  have  to  protect  himself  so  far  as  his 
financial  interests  in  Bernard  Phillips,  Ltd.,  were  concerned. 
Somebody  else  was  put  in  by  the  defendant  to  control  and 
check  Mr.  Phillips's  work  in  Bernard  Phillips,  Ltd.,  and  in 
the  end,  he  alleged,  the  defendant  was  responsible  for  pro- 
curing his  dismissal  from  that  concern.  The  defence  was  a 
denial  of  libel  and  slander  and  also  a  plea  of  privilege.  Mr. 
Phillips,  in  evidence,  said  that  Shell  Mex,  Ltd.,  took  proceed- 
ings against  the  stove  company.  In  cross-examination  by 
Mr.  Birkett,  Mr.  Phillips  agreed  that  until  the  matter  of  the 
stove  company's  agreement  arose,  he  was  implicitly  trusted 
by  Mr.  Needham  and  held  "undoubted  sway"  over  the 
affairs  of  Bernard  Phillips,  Ltd.  Mr.  Birkett;  You  say  the 
directors  approved  your  signing  the  agreement  with  Shell 
Mex? — Yes.    The  hearing  was  adjourned. 

On  November  26  Mr.  Birkett  was  opening  the  defence  when 
the  parties  came  to  a  settlement.  Counsel,  who  described  the 
litigation  as  "  unhappy  and  unfortunate,"  said  Mr.  Needham 
would  pay  Mr.  Phillips  a  sum  of  money  and  the  costs  of 
the  action.  There  were  two  motives  for  the  settlement. 
The  first  was  that  this  was  not  the  right  tribunal  to  decide 
the  question  whether  the  plaintiff  had  authority  or  not  to 
sign  the  agreement,  and  the  second  was  the  long  association 
and  friendship  that  had  remained  unbroken  until  these  un- 
happy incidents  arose.  Mr.  Phillips  would  withdraw  any 
allegations  he  had  made,  and  so  would  Mr.  Needham.  What- 
ever language  Mr.  Needham  used,  he  certainly  never  intended 
to  convey  either  that  Mr.  Phillips  was  dishonest  or  incom- 
petent. Their  twenty-three  years'  association  disproved  that. 
Sir  Patrick  Hastings  said  the  whole  matter  had  been  for  Mr. 
Phillips  a  tragedy,  for  after  twenty-three  years  he  had  to 
start  all  over  again.  There  would  be  judgment  for  Mr. 
Phillips  with  costs.  His  lordship,  assenting,  said  it  was  fair 
to  the  plaintiff  to  say  that  he  was  much  impressed  with  his 
evidence  and  the  way  he  gave  it.  "  Of  course,"  added  the 
judge,  "  I  have  not  heard  the  other  side's  evidence,  but  I  was - 
very  sorry  for  Mr.  Phillips,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  think  that 
the  action  has  terminated  in  such  a  way  that  a  friendship  that- 
had  been  disturbed  may  be  restored." 
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Lemon  Syrup  Defined 


AT  Wolverhampton  Police  Court,  on  November  26,  Martyns 
/\  Stores,  Ltd.,  were  summoned  lor  having  sold  lemon 
^  \  syrup  alleged  to  be  deficient  in  lemon  juice. 
Martyns  Stores,  Ltd.,  who  were  described  as  nominal  defen- 
dants for  Timothy  Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd.,  who  had  taken 
over  the  business,  were  represented  by  Mr.  Ronald  L.  Parry, 
barrister.  The  Corporation  was  represented  by  Mr.  S.  M. 
Gore.  On  November  10,  an  adjournment  had  been  granted 
for  the  stipendiary  magistrate  to  consider  precedents  and 
authorities  relating  to  a  legal  point  raised  by  Mr.  Parry 
(C.  (S-  D.,  November  13,  p.  560).  Mr.  Parry's  point  was  that 
there  was  no  case  to  answer,  because  the  analyst's  certificate, 
on  which  the  summons  was  taken  out,  set  up  no  standard.  If 
the  prosecution  did  not  say  what  lemon  syrup  should  consist 
of,  how  could  they  summon  the  defendants?  Mr.  Gore  argued 
that  it  was  not  necessary  for  the  prosecution  to  state  what 
lemon  syrup  should  be.  Mr.  Parry  argued,  in  connexion  with 
precedents,  that  in  all  cases  when  the  analyst's  certificate  had 
been  upset  it  was  for  vaguene.';s.  Nothing  could  be  more  vague 
than  the  one  in  this  case.  Mr.  Gore  agreed  that  it  was  a 
useful  practice  for  the  analyst  to  give  concrete  reasons  why 
the  sample  was  good  or  bad,  but  otherwise  it  was  not  neces- 
sary. Summing  up  on  Mr.  Parry's  legal  point,  the  magistrate 
said  it  amounted  to  the  question  of  whether  the  prosecution 
were  restricted  to  the  certificate  as  being  their  only  evidence, 
or  whether  they  were  at  large  to  produce  such  verbal  evidence 
as  was  in  their  possession.  Only  one  of  the  precedents  sub- 
mitted dealt  with  this  point.  In  that  case  it  was  held  that 
although  no  standard  was  set  up  in  the  certificate,  the  prose- 
cution were  at  liberty  to  proceed  with  verbal  evidence.  He 
must,  therefore,  decide  that  the  case  must  proceed.  If  his 
decision  was  disputed,  he  would  be  glad  to  receive  the  guidance 
of  a  superior  court  upon  the  point. 

Case  for  the  Prosecution 

Opening  the  prosecution,  Mr.  Gore  contended  that  a  pur- 
chaser of  lemon  syrup  expected  to  get  a  product  containing 
lemon  juice,  and  would  be  dissatisfied  if  it  were  made  only 
from  the  oil  of  lemon  derived  from  the  peel.  He  would,  in 
fact,  expect  to  buy  something  like  home-made  lemonade.  There 
was  in  the  British  Pharmacopceia  a  product  known  as  lemon 
syrup,  made  from  the  oil  from  the  lemon  peel  with  the  addition 
of  citric  acid,  alcohol  and  sugar.  It  was  a  medicinal  product, 
and  was  not,  as  far  as  he  was  aware,  used  as  a  beverage.  Mr. 
G.  S.  Reeman,  chief  inspector  of  weights  and  measures,  had 
purchased  various  syrups  marketed.  He  had  obtained  four, 
and  of  that  number  three  contained  fruit  juices.  It  had  been 
suggested  that  the  comparative  cost  of  the  syrup  would  be 
considerably  increased  by  the  addition  of  the  natural  juice. 
The  bottle  also  contained  a  label  to  the  effect  that  when  diluted 
the  syrup  formed  an  excellent  and  refreshing  beverage,  and 
showed  a  picture  of  four  lemons.  The  purchaser  could,  he 
alleged,  reasonably  expect  the  whole  lemon,  including  the  juice, 
to  be  put  in  the  syrup.  Actually  all  he  was  getting  from  the 
fruit  was  the  oil  from  the  peel.  To  be  correctly  described, 
the  mixture  would  be  called  "  Syrup  of  Lemon  Peel  "  and  not 

Syrup  of  Lemon." 

Mr.  F.  G.  D.  Chalmers,  F.I.C.,  Wolverhampton  borough 
analyst,  said  that  if  the  syrup  was  made  from  oil  only  a  small 
fraction  of  the  constituents  of  the  lemon  was  included.  The 
most  important  constituents  of  the  fruit  were  contained  in  the 
juice.  By  using  the  peel  only,  various  vitamins  were  omitted. 
He  would  not  expect  a  product  sold  as  lemon  syrup  intended 
as  a  drink  to  contain  oil  of  lemon.  Although  he  would  not 
insist  on  a  definite  percentage  of  lemon  juice,  he  would  think 
about  30  per  cent,  would  be  a  reasonable  figure,  with  a 
minimum  of  25  f)er  cent.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Parry, 
Mr.  Chalmers  agreed  that  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas," 
Volume  II,  did  not  give  lemon  juice  as  part  of  the  recipe  for 
lemon  syrup,  although  this  was  not  the  book  devoted  to 
medicines.  Mr.  Parry  said  he  would  also  rely  upon  a  recipe 
in  a  book  written  by  Mrs.  Beeton.  Mr.  Gore  objected  on  the 
ground  that  Mrs.  Beeton  was  not  dead,  saying  that  if  she 
could  not  be  put  in  properly,  she  should  not  be  put  in  at  all. 
Mr.  Parry  said  he  would  call  a  witness  to  prove  that  Mrs.  Beeton 
was  dead.  The  magistrate  said  that  under  the  circumstances 
he  would  consider  Mrs.  Beeton's  book  admissible.    Mr.  Parry 


said  that  Mrs.  Beeton's  recipe  did  not  contain  lemon  juice, 
neither  did  another  well-known  cookery  book  written  by  Jenny 
Williams.  Questioned  further,  Mr.  Chalmers  admitted  that 
the  sample  concerned  in  the  case  contained  double  the  amount 
of  lemon  oil  that  was  necessarj'  according  to  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Codex  recipe.  Mr.  A.  F.  Lerrigo,  B.Sc.  (Birming- 
ham), said  he  would  expect  to  find  from  25  to  30  per  cent, 
of  lemon  juice  in  lemon  syrup.  He  agreed  with  Mr.  Chalmers's 
remarks  about  the  vitamin  content  of  lemon  juice.  He  would 
not  object  to  the  use  of  oil  from  the  peel  in  a  small  quantity, 
so  long  as  there  was  a  large  quantity  of  the  juice  as  well. 

Case  for  the  Defence 

Mr.  Ernest  John  Parry,  D.Sc.(Lond),  F.I.C.,  said  he  special- 
ised in  food  and  drugs  and  was  particularly  familiar  with  lemon 
drinks.  He  was  consultant  to  the  majority  of  the  chief  fruit 
drink  and  food  manufacturers.  He  was  not  in  dispute  with  the 
analyst's  figures,  but  his  experience  told  him  that  a  basically 
similar  recipe  was  used  by  over  go  per  cent,  of  the  lemon 
syrup  manufacturers  in  this  country.  Lemon  growers  produced 
two  kinds  of  fruit.  One  was  grown  for  juice  as  its  main  pro- 
duct, and  in  the  other  type  the  peel  was  concentrated  upon, 
juice  being  a  secondary  consideration.  Manufacturers  who  had 
attempted  to  produce  lemon  syrup  from  the  juice  instead  of 
from  the  oil  found  that  the  juice  preparation  was  not  so  satis- 
factory from  a  commercial  point  of  view,  because  it  was  liable 
to  fermentation  within  a  short  time  unless  strong  preservative 
was  used.  As  to  the  query  about  the  difference  in  manufac- 
turing costs,  lemon  juice  could  be  bought  for  is.  4d.  a  gallon, 
whereas  the  e.ssential  oil  cost  ^5  a  gallon.  It  had  been  dis- 
covered that  the  flavour  of  the  lemon  resided  almost  entirely 
in  the  peel,  the  juice  having  comparatively  little  flavour. 
Counsel :  Is  it  a  fact  that  Mrs.  Beeton  is  dead  ?  Dr.  Parry : 
Yes,  I  frequently  came  into  contact  with  the  original  Mrs. 
Beeton's  book,  and  am  aware  that  the  present  Mrs.  Beeton 
is,  in  fact,  a  gentleman.  Answering  Mr.  Gore,  Dr.  Parry  said 
he  did  not  consider  the  man  in  the  street  would  trouble  to 
wonder  whether  the  syrup  contained  juice  or  not,  as  long  as 
it  had  a  nice  flavouring. 

Mr.  William  Y.  Duckworth  (Duckworth  &  Co.,  Chester 
Road,  Kenchester),  said  his  firm  made  the  soluble  essence  of 
lemon  purchased  by  the  defendants.  This  was  a  standard 
preparation  made  from  lemon  peel  oil,  and  there  was  nothing 
synthetic  about  it.  Mr.  Wilfred  Munroe  said  he  manufactured 
the  lemon  syrup  for  Messrs.  Timothy  Whites  &  Taylors.  This 
lemon  syrup  was  made  for  the  Wolverhampton  branch  only 
from  an  old  recipe  used  by  Martyns  Stores,  whose  business 
they  had  taken  over.  It  had  been  sold  without  challenge  for 
many  years. 

In  his  submission,  Mr.  Parry  said  that  the  prosecution  had 
attempted  to  bring  comparisons  with  cases  in  which  other  fruits 
were  concerned.  He  contended  that  if  people  wanted  lemon 
juice,  they  would  ask  for  lemon  squash.  The  word  "  squash  " 
was  indicative  of  juice  squeezed  out  of  the  fruit. 

Judgment 

Summing  up,  the  stipendiary  magistrate  said  it  seemed  not 
to  be  a  question  of  the  product  coming  up  to  a  certain  stan- 
dard, but  whether  there  were  not  two  definite  and  separate 
standards  sold  as  "  lemon  syrup,"  the  one  with  the  juice  and 
the  other  oil  from  the  peel.  He  was  not  satisfied  that  the  defen- 
dants had  committed  a  breach  of  the  Act,  biit  his  decision  must 
not  be  considered  as  final  in  connexion  with  any  other  cases 
which  might  be  brought.  Applying  for  £^7.  los.  costs,  Mr. 
Parry  said  this  must  be  regarded  as  somewhat  of  a  test  case. 
The  magistrate  .said  he  would  allow  £1^  15s. 


Clinical  value  of  the  tomograph. — The  value  of  the  tomo- 
graph in  the  elucidation  of  chest  conditions  was  discussed  by 
Dr.  J.  B.  McDougall  at  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  recently 
("The  British  Medical  Journal,"  4012,  1088).  Tomography 
is  defined  as  the  "  sectioning  of  an  organ  or  part  by  ;ir-rays,  so 
that  it  becomes  possible  by  successive  images  to  analyse  the 
subject  in  slices  and  then  to  give  synthesised  reproduction  of 
the  structure."

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Government  Chemist's 
Report 

THE  report  of  the  Government  Chemist  on  the  work  of  the 
Government  Laboratory  for  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1937,  has  just  been  issued  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
gd.).  The  total  number  of  samples  examined  in  the  course 
of  the  year,  including  those  dealt  with  at  the  chemical  stations, 
was  545,261,  compared  with  546,279  in  the  preceding  year,  a 
decrease  of  1.018.  Decreases  in  the  samples  of  tea,  which  were 
abnormally  increased  last  year  owing  to  the  occurrence  of 
fires  at  the  wharves,  and  in  sugar  composite  samples  have  been 
counterbalanced  by  increases  in  tobacco,  silk,  spirits,  cocoa, 
wine  and  import-duty  samples.  The  Sheep  Scab  Orders  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  require  the  perio- 
dical dipping  of  sheep  m  a  bath  prepared  Irom  a  dip  which  has 
received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry.  Samples  of  the  dips 
as  sold  for  use,  as  well  as  samples  from  the  bath  in  use  during 
the  dipping  operation,  are  also  occasionally  examined  to  ensure 
that  dip  and  bath  are  of  the  approved  strength.  Eighty-nine 
samples  were  submitted,  including  fifteen  which  would  not 
have  satisfied  the  Ministry's  requirements  when  prepared  as 
directed. 

Board  of  Customs  and  Excise 

The  work  for  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  in  the  main 
comprises  the  examination  of  samples  in  connexion  with  the 
assessment  of  duty  and  drawback,  or  with  the  regulations  re- 
lating to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  dutiable  articles,  such 
as  beer,  table  waters,  potable  spirits,  methylated  and  other 
denatured  spirits,  wines,  tobacco,  sugar  and  sugar  products, 
saccharin,  coffee,  silk  and  artificial  silk,  cocoa,  hop  products, 
matches  and  hydrocarbon  oils.  Under  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Acts,  1920-32,  twenty-four  samples  were  received,  and  of  these 
two  were  dilute  opium  extracts  and  one  was  Indian  hemp. 
The  remainder  did  not  contravene  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts. 
The  total  number  of  samples  of  hydrocarbon  oils  examined  was 
14.957,  of  which  9,406  were  from  imported  and  5.545  from 
exported  goods,  the  remainder  being  wrecked  goods.  Of  that 
total  of  hydrocarbon  oils,  2,639  were  miscellaneous  com- 
posite goods,  such  as  enamels,  lacquers,  leather  colours, 
paints,  varnishes,  garage  preparations,  road  dressings,  sol- 
vents, insecticides,  medicinal  and  toilet  preparations,  essen- 
tial oils,  lubricants,  printers'  ink,  etc.  A  number  of  samples 
was  examined  with  a  view  to  determine  whether  illegal  mix- 
tures of  kerosene  with  motor  spirit  were  being  made.  One  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six  samples  of  medicine  or  articles  offered 
for  sale  as  medicine,  including  powders,  herbs,  liniments, 
oils  and  other  remedies  were  examined  in  connexion  with  ques- 
tions of  liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain the  nature  of  the  medicaments,  or  to  ascertain  their 
eligibility  to  the  rebate  of  spirit  duty  as  medicinal  preparations. 
Seven  hundred  and  ninety-six  samples  of  wood  naphtha,  as 
well  as  other  crude  methyl  alcohol  naphtha,  and  203  samples 
of  pyridine  and  dyes  intended  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of 
methylated  spirits,  were  examined.  Except  in  six  instances 
the  materials  represented  by  the  samples  were  approved  as  fit 
for  methylating  purposes.  For  the  purpose  of  controlling 
methylated  spirits  or  spirits  other  than  methylated  spirits  used 
free  of  dutv  in  connexion  with  manufacturing  operations,  3.097 
samples  of  special  denaturants,  specially  denatured  alcohol, 
recovered  spirits,  residues  from  stills  and  articles  manufactured 
with  industrial  methylated  spirits  and  duty-free  spirits  were 
examined. 

The  tobacco  revenue  is  derived  mainly  from  the  Customs 
duty  charged  upon  raw  tobacco  imported  into  the  country  for 
manufacture.  The  rate  of  duty,  apart  from  the  preferential 
treatment  accorded  to  tobacco  of  Empire  origin,  depends 
upon  (i)  the  form  in  which  the  tobacco  is  imported,  i.e., 
whether  it  is  whole  leaf  or  stripped  ;  (2)  the  amount  of  moisture 
the  tobacco  contains.  Five  hundred  and  twenty-three  samples 
of  imported  manufactured  tobacco,  cigarettes  and  snufi  were 
submitted  for  classification  as  to  the  proper  tariff  description, 
and  the  rate  of  duty  chargeable  if  their  importation  was  found 
to  be  admissible.  The  percentage  of  moisture  was  determined 
in  6,676  samples.  Wines  on  importation  are  rated  for  duty 
according  to  their  alcoholic  strength.  The  total  number  of 
samples  of  wine  examined  was  92.289,  compared  with  last 
year's  number,  89,461. 
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"C.  &  D.  "  Retail  Price  List 

The  index  figure  of  drugs  and  chemicals  during  the  month  of 
November  showed  no  change  from  that  of  the  previous  month 
(154.0).  Certain  minor  changes  in  price  have  been  insufficient 
to  make  any  material  alteration.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the 
figure  has  now  remained  at  154.0  for  three  months,  a  stability 
which  has  never  before  been  experienced  since  the  method  of 
giving  a  comparative  figure  was  instituted.  The  index  figure  of 
154.0  for  November  compares  with  147.9  in  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year.  The  surgical  dressings  index  figure  remained 
at  138.5,  at  which  level  it  has  remained  stationary  since  last 
June.  This  compares  with  136.7  in  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year.    The  important  changes  are  set  out  below :  —

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Cutting  Out  the  Cut 

On  another  page  of  this  issue  appears  the  announcement  that 
the  N.P.U.  have  decided  to  take  no  action  with  regard  to 
the  Parry  special  committee.  Further,  that  the  Minister 
of  Health  has  agreed  to  meet  a  deputation  on  December  6 
and  that  the  Executive  have  invited  the  president  and 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  chairmen 
of  the  London,  Liverpool,  Birmingham,  West  Riding  and 
Newcastle  Pharmaceutical  Committees  to  join  in  the 
deputation  to  the  Minister.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  full 
report  of  the  deliberations  will  be  made  available  for 
publication.  In  the  meantime,  however,  it  is  proposed  here 
to  consider  some  of  the  lines  on  which  the  discussion  might 
proceed.  The  point  at  issue  is  simply  whether  7,000 
chemists  are  to  be  paid  in  full.  Dispensing  chemists  must, 
of  course,  realise  that  more  money  can  be  provided  only  by 
new  legislation.  There  must  be  no  misapprehension  about 
this.  For  the  moment,  supposing  new  legislation  is  not 
possible,  what  alternative  methods  are  available  of  securing 
full  payment  of  accounts,  which  is  the  normal  procedure 
in  business  relationships  ?  There  might  be,  for  instance,  a 
rearrangement  of  terms  whereby  all  dispensing  fees  indicated 
in  the  Drug  Tariff  scale  were  reduced.  This  is  not  so  fan- 
tastic as  it  may  seem,  because  it  has  been  proposed  before 
and  may  possibly  be  suggested  again. 

The  next  method  which  suggests  itself  as  being  worthy 
of  examination  is  to  consider  some  way  of  reducing  claims 
made  upon  the  chemists'  fund.  Since  the  Ministry's  sugges- 
tion for  making  the  fund  sufficiently  solvent  may  be  to 
reduce  the  rates  of  pay,  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
may  well  suggest  that  the  number  of  prescriptions  be 
reduced.  This,  of  course,  may  prove  no  solution  of  the 
matter,  since  the  nation's  desire  for  medicine  and  appliances 
is  growing  at  almost  alarming  rates ;  but  if  no  more  money 
is  forthcoming,  then  here  is  a  method  which  may  be  well 
worth  trying.    The  basic  principle  of  the  National  Health 


Insurance  scheme,  so  far  as  the  chemist  is  concerned,  is  the 
supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  medicines  and  appliances, 
to  which  insurance  persons  are  entitled.  It  may  even  be 
possible  to  save  money  for  the  chemists'  fund,  if  a  close 
examination  of  the  application  of  this  statement  is  made. 
Only  insured  persons  are  entitled  to  these  supplies,  yet 
chemists  tell  us  that  insurance  prescriptions  have  been  issued 
to  persons  not  entitled  to  receive  them.  It  must  be  remem- 
]:iered  that  there  are  parallel  health  schemes  in  existence, 
including  public  assistance  and  public  medical  services, 
under  which  patients  are  treated  by  practitioners  who  are 
also  panel  doctors.  Are  any  percentage  figures  available 
of  errors  in  filling  up  the  appropriate  prescription-forms  ? 
I'urther,  can  chemists  be  assured  that  doctors  are  notified 
m  all  cases  immediately  a  person's  title  to  benefit  lapses  ? 
Insured  persons  are  entitled  only  to  medicines  and  certain 
appliances.  What  is  the  position  of  border-line  products, 
such  as  vitamin  preparations,  so  lavishly  prescribed  ? 
What  can  be  said  of  the  reports  of  excessive  and  extravagant 
orders  referred  to  us  on  occasion  by  indignant  chemists  ? 
A  great  point  should  be  made  of  the  conditions  of  the 
chemist's  service  to-day  compared  with  that  of  twenty  years 
ago.  New  and  expensi\  e  methods  of  treatment  have  been 
introduced.    The  cult  of  preventive  medicine  grows  apace. 

In  this  connexion,  the  East  Anglian  Joint  (Pricing  of 
Prescriptions)  Committee  recently  received  a  chart  showing 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  prescriptions  issued  l)y  panel 
iloctors  in  the  area  over  the  past  twenty  years  compared 
with  the  increase  in  insured  patients  prescribed  for.  The 
chart  shows  in  this  period  an  increase  of  no  less  than  204 
per  cent,  in  prescriptions  issued  and  only  87-8  per  cent,  in 
patients  for  whom  they  were  issued.  On  such  points  Mr. 
Mallinson  is  no  doubt  ready  with  facts  and  figures,  which 
alone  are  likely  to  affect  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Local 
])harmaceutical  committees  should  be  able  to  afford  valu- 
able help  ;  and  if  they  cannot  furnish  sufficient  data,  perhaps 
the  checking  bureau  of  the  N.P.U.  can  supply  their  quota. 
Very  many  prescriptions  indeed  have  passed  through  their 
hands — say,  10  per  cent,  of  all  the  prescriptions  issued  in 
the  country.  It  will  be  interesting  to  know  if  they  still 
follow  the  "  penny  up  and  halfpenny  down  "  checking 
methods  of  twenty  odd  years  ago.  The  sum  handled  in  this 
time  must  have  amounted  to  no  inconsiderable  one ;  and 
trifling  as  amounts  are  individually,  the  total  which  phar- 
maceutical committees  have  paid  must  be  no  small  one. 
Fashions  in  medicine  can  be  exemplified  by  analysis  of  those 
orders  from  year  to  year ;  for  example,  what  quantities  of 
liver  substance,  insulin,  glandular  and  hormone  prepara- 
tions are  now  ordered  compared  with  twenty  years  ago  ? 
The  answer  in  regard  to  the  fir.st  two  is  obvious,  since  they 
were  unknown. 

These  are  some  of  the  tangible  points  which  occur  in 
giving  thought  to  the  present  position ;  and  as  a  preliminary 
move  in  the  chemists'  campaign,  we  suggest  that  early 
next  year  every  pharmaceutical  committee  should  launch 
a  vigorous  offensive  against  extravagant  and  unnecessary 
prescribing,  and  every  chemist  should  appoint  himself  as 
an  inspector  in  this  direction  and  report  cases  which  come 
within  his  purview,  so  that  action  may  be  taken.  A  careful 
watch  should  be  kept  upon  irregular  demands  made  upon 
the  chemists'  fund  by  the  prescribing  of  medicines  of 
unknown  quantities  and  attributes.  Is  there  not  a  danger 
that  the  panel  service  may  provide  a  happy  hunting  ground 
for  testing  highly-priced  medicaments  which  are  unwillingly 
subsidised  by  the  panel  chemist  ?

Over    1,000  individual 

exhibits  were  on  view,  ranging  from 

display  stands  and  elaborate  five-colour 

showcards  and  posters  to  simple  price- 
tickets  in  a  variety  of  shapes  and  sizes. 

The  artistic  standard  of  the  productions 

was,    in    many    examples,    high  ;  the 

colour  work  clean  and  attractive.  The 

process  consists,  briefly,  of  impressing 

type,  printing  blocks,  or  even  card- 
board shapes,  under  heat,  upon  special 

transfer  paper  in  contact  with  blank 

showcards.    The  transfer  paper  is  issued 

in  rolls,  and  consists  of  foil  coated  with 

pigment  in  a  variety  of  colours  and 

metallic  lustres.    By  using  several  rolls 

to  make  up  the  full  width  permitted 

by  the  machine,  a  number  of  colours 

can  be  printed  simultaneously.  Instead 

of  card,  certain  other  bases  can  be  used, 

such  as  celluloid,  leather,  wood. 

Sir  Charles  Higham,    who  officially 

opened  the  Exhibition  as  a  vice- 
president  of  the  National  Display  Asso- 
ciation, was  later  the  chief  speaker  at 

the  luncheon.    Mr.  G.  Stanley  Walpole 

(chairman     and     managing  director) 

stated  that  the  business  of  his  company 

was  to  market  what  they  called  an  advertising  unit.  There 
were  three  of  them  in  the  room.  On  either  of  the  two  larger 
machines  one  could  make  every  item  seen  in  the  Exhibition. 
The  only  limitation  was  size.  All  the  people  who  had  used 
these  advertising  units  were  invited  to  compete,  and  approxi- 
mately one-fourth  responded.  Within  three  days  of  purchasing 
one  of  these  units  the  material  could  be  turned  out  by  a  person 
who  had  never  seen  the  machine  before.  Each  competitor  was 
asked  to  produce  eight  items :  Window  bill  or  van  poster  ; 
display  stand  or  screen  ;  a  rectangular  show-card  of  a  certain 
type  ;  a  rectangular  showcard  made  in  a  hurry  and  with  no 
preparation  ;  a  cut-out  ;  a  washable  card  ;  and  a  range  of  four 
displayed  price  tickets  in  various  sizes. 

Speeches  at  inaugural  Luncheon 

At  the  luncheon  Dr.  Walpole  said:  "  This  company  is  one 
of  those  which  has  consumed  its  own  smoke.  Its  capital  was 
its  profits  as  it  went  along,  and  we  have  survived  because  of 
faithful  customers.  At  the  present  moment  there  are  8,000 
of  our  advertising  units  in  use  in  this  country.  When  we 
decided  to  manufacture  everything  we  sold,  seven  or  eight 
years  ago,  we  put  down  a  first-class  plant,  foundry  and  printing 
shop."  Sir  Charles  Higham  followed.  He  said  that  ten  years 
ago  window  display  was  in  a  bad  way  in  England,  and  few  men 
thought  it  of  sufficient  importance  to  engage  a  properly  quali- 
fied window-dresser.  He  had  found  a  steady  improvement  in 
design  in  showcards  and  in  the  cut-out,  and  in  the  way  the 
window  was  used.  The  cards  were  of  good  quality,  they  were 
well-printed,  and  he  had  imagined  that  they  were  done  by 
some  good  printing  hotise  or  photographer.  Could  anyone  have 
thought  it  possible  to  be  able  to  buy  a  line  of  goods  in  the 
morning  and  display  them  in  the  window  the  same  day,  to  be 
able  to  say  to  his  advertising  manager  "  I  want  fifteen  cards 
and  two  cut-outs  to-night,  because  I  want  to  use  them  in  the 
morning"?  It  sounded  impossible.  And  yet  a  showcard  could 
be  printed  in  six  or  seven  colours  and  be  perfectly  dry.  Sir 
Charles  said  his  audience  could  gather  from  his  remarks  that  he 
was  proposing  the  toast  of  the  Press.  He  was  one  of  the  largest 
users  of  trade  papers  in  England.  His  office  sent  out  235  trade 
paper  advertisements  a  month,  entirely  different,  for  different 
classes  of  trade  papers.  There  was  no  other  method  under  the 
sun  by  which  one  could  sell  as  cheaply.  Mr.  John  Ryan  (editor 


of  "  Shelf  Appeal  ")  replied  for  the  Press.  Other  speakers 
were  Mr.  Kenneth  Bellman  and  Mr.  Buchanan-Taylor.

Qualitative  Analysis 
A  MIXTURE  of  not.  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the  subject 
of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The  mixture  may 
contain  metallic  and  acidic  radicals  occurring  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  or  any  of  the  commoner  radicals  not  mentioned 
in  that  work,  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic 
examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof, 
is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only  consti- 
tuents of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope ,  not  merely 
a  stamp)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  December  7,  oil 
which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted.  Students'  reports  will 
be  received  up  to  Saturday,  December  18.  Each  report  should 
contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work  done,  and  should  include- 
a  list  of  the  constituents  detected.  In  this  list  any  substance- 
regarded  as  an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from, 
the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  second  exercise  in- 
the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter  session.  The 
usual  monthly  first  and  second  prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses- 
will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  have  not 
passed  in  Chemistry  in  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination 
in  Great  Britain,  in  the  Licence  examination  in  the  Irish  Free- 
State,  or  in  Chemistry,  Part  I,  in  Northern  Ireland,  which  fact 
mnst  he  attested  on  their  reports.  They  will  not  be  awardedi 
to  former  winners  of  tournament  prizes.

National  Pharmaceutical  Union 


Executive  Meetings 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National  Pliarmaceutical 
Union  and  Chemists'  Defence  Association  were  held  at  4  and  5 
Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  November  24,  Mr.  W.  W. 
Atkinson  in  the  chair. 

N.H.I.  Topics 

Early  in  June  the  secretary  had  written  to  Sir  Kingsley 
Wood,  Minister  of  Health,  putting  before  him  the  position  of 
the  chemises  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Service,  and 
asking  the  Minister  to  receive  a  deputation  from  the  N.P.U. 
on  the  matter  of  making  further  financial  provision  for  medi- 
cines, with  particular  reference  to  the  Bill  for  extending 
National  Health  Insurance  to  persons  under  sixteen  years  of 
age.  Sir  Kingsley  Wood  had  rephed  stating  that  he  appre- 
ciated the  points  which  had  been  put  to  him,  but  he  could  not 
deal  with  the  matter  in  his  Bill  and  would  be  pleased  to  receive 
a  deputation  from  the  Union  to  discuss  the  matter.  As,  how- 
ever, the  present  contracts  could  not  be  terminated  before  the 
end  of  I9j8,  and  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  arranging  the  inter- 
view during  the  parliamentary  recess,  he  suggested  that  the 
interview  should  be  postponed  until  the  autumn. 

The  secretary  now  reported  that  he  had  interviewed  the 
officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  a  view  to  securing  an 
appointment  at  an  early  date.  This  had  been  arranged  for 
December  6.  The  Executive  appointed  their  representatives, 
and  decided  to  invite  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  the  chairmen  of  the  London,  Liverpool, 
Birmingham,  West  Riding  and  Newcastle  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees to  join  in  the  deputation  to  the  Minister. 

The  Executive  decided  to  call  the  Conference  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  in  January  to  receive  a  report  upon  the 
interview  with  the  Minister.  Letters  were  received  from  six- 
teen pharmaceutical  committees  expressing  confidence  in  the 
llnion  to  deal  with  N.H.I,  matters. 

The  Executive  received  a  report  upon  the  Conference  which 
had  taken  place  in  October  between  representatives  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  and  the  Union,  to  discuss  the  relative 
positions  of  the  two  bodies  with  a  view  to  preventing  over- 
lapping of  work.  The  Executive  approved  the  proposal  which 
had  been  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  liaison 
committee  composed  of  the  officers  of  both  bodies,  which  could 
be  called  by  either  body  as  and  when  circumstances  might 
necessitate. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  invit- 
ing the  Union  to  appoint  a  joint  committee  with  the  Society  to 
consider  matters  affecting  chemists  in  connexion  with  National 
Health  Insurance,  and  the  future  relationship  of  the  two  bodies 
in  this  matter.  The  Executive  instructed  the  secretary  to  say 
that  it  regarded  the  liaison  committee  previously  agreed  as  the 
link  between  the  two  bodies  for  all  purposes,  but  recognised 
there  might  be  occasions  when  one  or  two  additional  members 
might  be  required  when  special  subjects  were  under  discussion, 
and  this  would  apply  to  both  bodies.  In  these  circumstances, 
it  was  decided  that  no  action  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
additional  N.H.I.  Committee. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  suggesting 
the  addition  of  supra-pubic  catheters  and  rubber  shields  to  the 
list  of  appliances  in  Part  I  of  the  Second  Schedule.  The 
Executive  directed  a  reply  to  be  sent  saying  that  in  view  of  the 
state  of  the  drug  fund  no  extension  of  the  Schedule  could  be 
contemplated. 

It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  modify  the 
Tariff  formula  for  extract  of  malt  and  halibut  oil  by  the  addi- 
tion of  2^  per  cent,  of  arachis  oil. 

N.P.U.  AND  W.D.T.A.  Joint  Committee 

The  Executive  received  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  N.P.U.  and  the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade  Association, 
which  had  met  on  November  16.  Various  matters  of  mutual 
interest  to  the  two  organisations  had  been  considered,  including 
the  position  in  regard  to  co-operative  societies,  uniformity  in 
the  size  of  tablets,  charges  for  containers,  and  prices  of  insulin. 

Chemists'  Friends  Movement 

The  Executive  adopted  the  report  of  the  Chemists'  Friends 
Committee,  which  had  recommended  the  incorporation  in  the 
C.F.  agreement  of  additional  clauses  to  protect  the  retailer 


against  any  reductions  of  profit  on  articles  on  the  C.F.  List  ; 
also  the  provisional  list  of  approved  wholesale  distributors  which 
had  been  compiled  for  submission  to  the  annual  general  meeting 
of  C.F.  manufacturers.  Applications  for  additions  to  the  List 
were  accepted  from  D.  Mawdsley  &Co.  (Asmolin  Brand  Asthma 
Tablets),  Geo.  Fade,  Ltd.,  and  the  Medi-Sweet  Co. 

C.D.A.  Businass 

The  secretary  reported  that  of  the  twenty-eight  cases  out- 
standing since  the  last  meeting  of  the  directors,  two  might 
be  considered  closed  and  five  had  been  settled  as  follows :  — 
Aromatic  vinegar  supplied  for  syrup  of  figs,  claim  settled  by 
payment  of  £^  i8s.  Injury  to  ears  alleged  to  have  been  caused 
by  ear  drops,  claim  settled  for  £6  is.  Damage  to  clothing 
caused  by  faulty  cork  in  bottle,  claim  settled  for  i8s.  6d. 
Injuries  caused  by  cycling  errand-boy,  claim  settled  for 
£55  8s.  8d.  Hat  damaged  by  collision  with  sunblind,  claim 
settled  for  los.  6d. 

Eighteen  new  cases  had  arisen  during  the  month,  but  five 
of  these  had  been  settled: — Spectacles  left  for  repair  lost, 
claim  settled  for  £i  12s.  6d.  Damage  caused  by  cycling 
errand-boy,  claim  settled  for  17s.  yd.  Injuries  caused  by  fall 
through  trap-door,  claim  settled  for  ;^44  us.  8d.  Injuries 
caused  by  falling  sign,  claim  settled  for  £4.  Umbrella  broken 
by  cycling  errand-boy,  claim  settled  for  6s.  6d. 


Annual  Meeting  of  C.F.  Manufacturers 

The  second  annual  meeting  of  Chemists'  Friends  manufac- 
turers was  held  on  November  23  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant, 
London,  W.C.i,  Mr.  E.  C.  Cripps  (Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.) 
in  the  chair.  Representatives  of  forty-five  firms  were  present 
at  the  meeting,  which  was  also  attended  by  the  six  members 
of  the  N.P.U.  Executive  who  are  members  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  Committee.  Numerous  apologies  for  absence  were 
received. 

Committee's  Report 

After  welcoming  the  representatives,  the  Chairman  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  Committee. 

The  report  opened  with  the  statement  that  during  the  past  year 
the  number  of  C.F.  manufacturers  had  increased  from  forty-seven  to 
seventy.  The  most  important  matter  dealt  with  in  the  report  was 
the  question  of  the  control  of  distribution  of  C.F.  products  by  whole- 
sale. 

In  regard  to  the  supply  of  C.F.  lines  by  wholesalers  to  maternity 
clinics  and  child  welfare  centres,  it  was  reported  that  the  conditions 
of  supply  which  had  previously  applied  to  manufacturers  had  been 
extended  to  wholesalers  also  and  that  no  dif'culties  had  arisen,  in 
this  connexion. 

The  report  was  adopted  unanimously. 

Wholesale  Distribution 

Tlie  principle  of  the  distribution  of  C.F.  products  by  whole- 
sale being  confined  to  firms  included  in  a  list  of  wholesalers 
approved  for  this  purpose  having  been  agreed  by  the  adoption 
of  the  recommendation  made  by  the  C.F.  Committee,  a  memo- 
randum on  the  proposal,  together  with  a  provisional  list  com- 
piled by  the  Committee,  was  considered.  After  a  full  discus- 
sion, it  was  decided  to  adopt  the  provisional  list  as  drafted  by 
the  Committee,  and  to  delay  putting  it  into  effect  until  C.F. 
manufacturers  have  had  a  further  opportunity  of  submitting 
to  the  C.F.  Committee  for  consideration  the  names  of  any  addi- 
tjpnal  firms  they  may  wish  to  have  included  in  the  list. 

Manufacturer  Members  of  C.F.  Committee  Elected 
Nominations  of  the  following  firms  as  candidates  for  election 
as  representatives  of  manufacturers  on  the  C.F.  Committee  for 
the  ensuing  year  had  been  received: — Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.; 
British  Colloids,  Ltd.;  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.; 
Genatosan,  Ltd.;  Thomas  Kerfoot  &  Co.,  Ltd.;  Westminster 
Laboratories,  Ltd.  As  six  representatives  were  required,  a 
ballot  was  not  necessary,  the  firms  being  declared  elected  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Use  of  Chemists'  Windows 
It  was  resolved:  "  That  this  meeting  of  C.F.  manufacturers 
urges  chemists  to  make  more  use  of  their  windows  for  the 
display  of  C.F.  products  and  deprecates  the  display  of  non- 
C.F.  goods  which  are  eligible  for  inclusion  in  the  C.F.  List." 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 

Council  Meeting 


There  was  a  sequel  at  the  December  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the  controversy  which  has 
taken  place  recently  regarding  the  steps  to  be  taken  to- secure 
adequate  recognition  of  the  claims  of  the  chemist  in  any  new 
arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts.  The  meeting,  with  the  president  (Mr. 
Thomas  Marns)  in  the  chair,  was  held  at  i6  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  December  i. 


Tuesday's  Prceedings 

Among  the  business  transacted  by  the  Council  at  the  meet- 
ing on  November  30  were  the  following  items ;  — ■ 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  informing  the  Society  that  the  Executive  of  the  Union 
concurred  in  the  proposal  made  at  a  recent  conference  between 
representatives  of  the  Society  and  the  Union  that  there  should 
be  a  standing  joint  committee  of  the  Society  and  the  Union 
to  consider  matters  where  the  activities  of  the  two  bodies 
appeared  likely  to  overlap.  The  Executive  agreed  that  the 
personnel  of  this  standing  joint  committee  should  be  the 
president,  vice-president,  treasurer  and  secretary  of  the  Society 
and  the  chairman,  vice-chairman,  treasurer  and  secretary  of 
the  Union. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  inviting  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  Society  to 
join  a  deputation  to  the  Minister  of  Health  on  December  6. 
The  invitation  was  accepted. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Cardigan  Branch,  conveying 
the  following  resolution :  ' '  That  we  ask  the  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  to  consider  the  restriction  on  sale  of 
strychnine  for  killing  moles,  etc.,  and  move  in  the  matter  to 
get  the  repeal  on  the  restriction  of  the  sale  of  strychnine." 
The  letter  was  referred  to  the  Law  Committee. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Brighton  and  Hove  Associa- 
tion conveying  the  following  resolution:  "  That  this  meeting 
of  all  chemists  from  Brighton,  Hove,  Portslade  and  district 
expresses  its  complete  confidence  in  the  N.P.LI.  as  the  negotiat- 
ing body  in  N.H.I,  affairs,  whilst  realising  that  the  N.P.U. 
would  welcome  any  help  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  may 
be  able  to  give." 

Deaths 

The  President,  at  the  outset  of  the  meeting  on  Decem- 
ber I,  referred  in  sympathetic  terms  to  the  deaths  of  Mr. 
William  Bennett,  London,  Mr.  John  Oldham  Braithwaite, 
Ph.C,  Chingford,  Mr.  Edward  Longhurst,  London,  who  died 
aged  loi,  and  Mr.  William  Stewart  Taylor,  Inverurie.  He 
paid  tributes  to  the  work  they  had  done  for  pharmacists  and 
gave  details  of  their  careers. 

Congratulations  to  Mr.  Peck 

The  President,  before  the  ordinary  business  began,  con- 
gratulated Mr.  Peck  on  being  elected  Mayor  of  Cambridge. 

Mr.  Peck,  returning  thanks,  said  he  felt  it  was  a  great 
honour  to  be  elected  to  the  office  of  Mayor  of  the  University 
town  in  which  he  had  been  born,  bred  and  educated,  and  he 
greatly  appreciated  it.  He  was  afraid,  however,  that  it  would 
mean  that  he  would  have  to  give  up  some  of  his  work  for  the 
Council,  but  he  would  try  to  keep  in  touch  with  it. 

N.H.I.  Affairs 

The  Essex  Pharmaceutical  Committee  wrote  enclosing  a 
resolution  to  the  effect  that  they  viewed  with  satisfaction  the 
offer  of  the  Council  to  form  a  joint  committee  with  the  N.P.U. 
to  consider  matters  affecting  chemists  in  connexion  with  the 
N.H  I.  Act,  and  hoped  that  as  a  result  the  resources  and  in- 
fluences of  the  two  organisations  would  be  pooled. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  (secretary  of  the 
N.P.U.)  regarding  the  proposed  joint  committee,  stating  that 
the  liaison  committee  previously  agreed  upon  as  the  link 
between  the  N.P.U.  and  the  Society  was  all  that  was  necessary, 
but  the  Executive  of  the  N.P.U.  recognised  that  there  might  be 
occasions  when  one  or  two  additional  members  were  required, 
and  this  would  apply  to  both  parties. 


Mr.  Deacon  proposed  the  following  resolutions:  — 

That  the  Council  concur  in  the  proposal  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  that  the  proposed  joint  committee  to 
consider  matters  affecting  chemists  in  connexion  with 
National  Health  Insurance  matters  shall  be  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  already  constituted  with  one  or  two  addi- 
tional members  added  for  this  purpose. 

That  the  Council's  representatives  on  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  meet  during  December  to  prepare  for  considera- 
tion by  the  Council  material  for  submission  to  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee. 

Mr.  McNeal  seconded. 

Mr.  Parry  protested  against  the  passing  of  such  a  motion, 
and  asked  whether  a  resolution  of  the  Council  meant  anything 
or  nothing.  He  regarded  the  proposal  as  an  evidence  either  of 
lack  of  courage  or  a  desire  to  act  from  the  point  of  view  of 
expediency.  By  passing  the  resolution  they  would  affect  the 
resolution  approved  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  President:  Have  you  read  the  resolution? 

Mr.  Parry:  Yes,  and  I  don't  like  it. 

The  President:  You  can  vote  against  it. 

The  resolution  was  put  to  the  vote,  and  the  President 
declared  it  carried. 

Mr.  Parry  gave  notice  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council  he  would  put  forward  another  resolution. 

Messrs.  Wallis  and  Howells  were  appointed  additional 
members  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Melhuish  explained  that  he  had  refrained  from  taking 
part  in  the  discussion  on  the  matter  because  of  his  position. 
He  felt  that  the  less  acrimony  displayed  in  connexion  with 
the  subject  the  better  it  would  be  for  pharmacy  as  a  whole. 
The  question  then  dropped. 

Registration  Items 

Two  persons  were  elected  student-associates,  and  the  registrar 
was  authorised  to  restore  three  persons  to  the  Registers.  The 
registrar  reported  that  seven  persons  had  been  restored  to  the 
Registers,  and  he  was  authorised  to  remove  from  the  Register 
the  name  of  one  person  who  had  not  complied  with  the  Regula- 
tions. The  registrar  reported  that  sixty-two  persons  had  been 
registered  as  apprentices  or  students. 

John  David  Rendall  and  Alexander  Noel  Constantine,  each 
formerly  of  Melbourne,  Victoria,  now  c/o  Australia  House, 
Strand,  W.C.2  ;  Joseph  Anderson  Twenarton,  formerly  of 
Castledawson,  co.  Londonderry,  now  of  121  Calabria  Road, 
Highbury,  N.;  William  Marsden  Cross,  now  at  2  Broadway 
Market,  Barkingside,  and  Leo  Patrick  Joseph  Daly,  having 
complied  with  the  Regulations,  were  registered  as  chemists  and 
druggists  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4  (b) 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  and  (where  applic- 
able) Section  i  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1929- 

Education  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Education  Committee,  presented  by  Mr. 
RowsELL,  included  a  report  on  registrations  as  apprentice 
or  student.  Among  other  items  dealt  with  in  the  report  were 
a  table  showing  the  distribution  of  registrations  as  apprentice 
or  student  during  the  last  four  years  ;  a  decision  that  in  future 
a  graduate  in  pharmacy  who  had  already  passed  in  Forensic 
Pharmacy  at  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  stage  should  not  be 
required  to  take  the  subject  again  before  registration  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  ;  consideration  of  the  annual  reports 
of  the  Boards  of  Examiners  for  England  and  Wales  and  for 
Scotland  for  1937  ;  consideration  of  the  annual  analysis  of 
school  results  ;  consideration  of  two  applications  for  approval 
of  the  conditions  in  manufacturing  laboratories  for  the  pur- 
pose of  students  wishing  to  undergo  a  practical  course  of  study 
in  accordance  with  the  exam.ination  regulations,  one  of  which 
was  not  granted  ;  consideration  of  two  applications  for  appro- 
val of  the  conditions  in  the  dispensaries  of  institutions  for 
the  purpose  of  students  wishing  to  undergo  a  practical  course 
of  study  in  accordance  with  the  examination  regulations,  one 
of  which  was  granted  ;  and  consideration  of  four  applications 
for  concessions  in  respect  of  the  examination  regulations,  three 
of  which  were  granted. 
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Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  showed  that 
thirteen  apphcations  had  been  considered  and  grants  made 
or  now  recommended  ranged  from  ;^io  to  £'^1. 

The  Committee  had  considered  the  practicability  of  grant- 
ing a  Christmas  bonus  to  the  annuitants,  and  recommended 
that  a  bonus  of  £^  be  given  to  each  annuitant  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  eight  to  be  elected  that  day. 

Mr.  Antcliffe  said  there  was  a  substantial  list  of  special 
contributions,  and  drew  particular  attention  to  ;^io8  17s.,  the 
result  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  annual  appeal. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 

The  report  of  this  committee  presented  a  statement  showing 
the  position  of  the  Fund,  and  including  the  following  informa- 
tion :  — 

The  present  book  value  of  the  assets  is  £2,13^.  The  market 
value  of  the  investment  is,  however,  £410  more  than  the 
book  value,  so  that  the  total  sum  available  is  £2,^44.  .  .  . 
A  total  of  £2,516  is  arrived  at  as  the  sum  available  for  the 
general  purposes  of  the  Fund.  The  grants  amounted  to 
^1,150  in  1935,  ;£i,3i9  in  1936  and  £1.175  in  1937  (ten  months), 
say  an  average  of  ;^iio  per  month.  At  this  rate  (assuming 
the  market  value  of  the  investment  is  not  diminished)  the 
Fund  will  be  extinguished  by  the  end  of  1939.  As  the  com- 
mitment for  the  maintenance  of  orphans  is  practically  ended, 
it  is  suggested  that  the  balance  of  ;^i,oi9  6s.  6d.  be  retrans- 
f erred  to  the  accumulated  fund.  Only  two  of  the  applicants 
who  are  in  receipt  of  annual  grants  from  this  fund  are  not  en- 
titled to  assistance  from  the  Benevolent  Fund.  The  amount 
granted  in  these  two  cases  is  £65. 

Finance  Committee 

The  financial  statement  showed  that  receipts  since  the  last

Codex  Revision  Committee 

The  minutes  of  this  Committee  stated  that  since  the  previous 
meeting  four  representatives  had  been  nominated  to  the 
Dominions  and  Colonies  Relations  Committee  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  South  Africa  and  five  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Canada,  of  whom  one,  Dr.  R.  B.  J.  Stanbury,  had 
since  died. 

Formulas  for  compound  syrup  of  concillana  and  elixir  of 
caffeine  iodide  were  approved  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  T.  V).  Morson  enclosing  sug- 
gested amendments  to  some  B.P.C.  monographs  on  chemical 
substances  prepared  by  a  representative  committee. 

Law  Committee 

The  report  of  this  committee,  presented  by  Mr.  Jack, 
showed  that  in  England,  Scotland  and  Wales  1,144  chemists' 
shops,  377  listed  sellers  and  103  drug  store  proprietors,  grocers 
and  similar  traders  had  been  visited  by  the  Society's  inspectors 
during  the  past  month.  It  also  showed  that  271  drug  stores 
and  other  premises  had  been  visited  by  the  Society's  agents. 


Statutory  Committee 

After  an  inquiry  by  the  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Society, 
held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.i,  on  December  i,  Mr. 
Bertram  Ramsbottom,  Ramshead  Corner,  Longton,  Salford, 
and  Mr.  George  Sanders,  157  Ombersley  Road,  Worcester,  were 
struck  off  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Dealing  with  the  case  of  Mr.  Ramsbottom,  Mr.  Castle  said 
that  he  was  charged  at  the  Salford  City  Police  Court  on  two 
counts  of  receiving  chemists'  goods,  knowing  they  were  stolen, 
and  was  sentenced  to  a  total  of  eight  months'  imprisonment. 
He  pleaded  "  Guilty  ''  to  the  offences.  The  magistrate,  in 
passing  sentence,  said  he  was  satisfied  that  Ramsbottom  was 
an  educated  man  and  was  responsible  for  the  downfall  of  the 
driver  and  his  mate  who  were  charged  with  him.  Mr.  G.' 
Holmes,  on  behalf  of  Ramsbottom  (who  attended  in  the 
custody  of  a  warder),  said  that  he  would  not  be  released  from 
his  sentence  until  May.  Mr.  Holmes  asked  the  Committee  to  be 
a  little  sympathetic  towards  this  man  who  was  before  them 
repentant.  It  would  be  a  catastrophe  for  this  man  if  he  had 
to  suffer  twice  for  the  same  offence,  and  even  the  law  did  not 
ask  that  any  man  should.  After  Ramsbottom  had  also  made 
a  plea.  Sir  Ernley  Blackwell  (chairman)  said  that  his  name 
should  be  removed  from  the  Register.  The  position  was  that 
the  order  did  not  take  effect  for  three  months,  during  which' 
time  an  appeal  could  be  made. 

Dealing  with  the  case  of  Mr.  Sanders,  Mr.  Castle  said  that: 
information  had  been  given  by  the  Home  Office  to  the  Society' 
after  an  investigation  by  the  chief  constable  of  Worcester.' 
Some  time  ago  Sanders  became  addicted  to  narcotics,  and' 
as  a  consequence  got  into  difficulties  with  his  records  of  stocks 
of  dangerous  drugs.  He  was  summoned  before  the  Petty 
Sessional  Court  in  February  1934  for  offences  against  the 
l^angerous  Drugs  Regulations,  and  was  convicted.  His  autho- 
rity to  be  in  possession  of  dangerous  drugs  was  withdrawn  in 
March  1934,  but  that  order  was  suspended  in  May  1935.  In 
August  1937  his  authority  was  again  withdrawn.  The 
whereabouts  of  Sanders  was  unknown,  but  it  was  believed 
he  was  in  Newfoundland.  Mr.  Ernest  William  Tinkler,  chief 
constable  of  Worcester,  gave  evidence  corroborating  Mr. 
Castle's  statement.  The  chairman,  after  a  short  consulta.- 
fion  with  the  rest  of  the  Committee,  ordered  that  Sanders's 
name  should  be  removed  from  the  Register. 

In  a  third  case,  it  was  alleged  that  the  person  aflected  had 
been  guilty  of  such  misconduct  as  rendered  him  unfit  to  be 
on  the  Register.  Mr.  Castle  said  that  the  case  had  been 
before  the  Committee  on  a  previous  occasion,  when  no  decision 
was  come  to.  The  registrar  wrote  to  the  person  affected  on 
October  8  telling  him  that  his  case  would  be  further  considered, 
but  the  letter  was  returned  marked  "  undelivered."  A  further 
letter  was  sent  on  October  22  to  the  parents  of  the  person 
aflected  and  apparently  reached  him,  as  he  was  present  that 
day.  The  short  facts  were  that  a  police  constable  was  called 
to  a  shop  at  South  Woodford  which  the  person  affected 
managed,  and  found  the  person  affected  in  what  he  described 
as  a  drunken  stupor.  A  doctor  who  examined  him  considered 
he  was  under  the  influence  of  alcohol.  On  November  3  of  this 
year  a  police  constable  was  called  to  a  shop  in  Hornsey  where 
the  person  affected  was  working,  and  eventually  took  him  to 
the  Royal  Northern  Hospital.  The  hospital  doctor  declined 
to  say  whether  the  man  was  drunk  or  ill,  and  discharged  him 
at  oiice.  The  police  constable  took  him  to  Holloway  Police 
Station,  where  he  was  charged  with  being  drunk  and  incapable. 
At  the  police  court  he  pleaded  "  Guilty."  and  was  fined  5s. 
His  parents  had  written  a  letter  asking  that  he  should  be 
given  another  chance,  as  he  had  given  a  solemn  undertaking 
not  to  have  alcohol  any  more.  The  person  affected  said  he 
was  very  sorry.  He  asked  for  leniency  for  the  sake  of  his 
parents  and  his  wife.  After  retiring,  the  chairman  told  the 
person  affected  that  they  had  decided  not  to  remove  his 
name  from  the  Register.

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A  Lecture 

The  first  Edinburgh  evening  meeting  of  the  present  session 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  36  York  Place  on 
November  19,  Mr.  W.  Spence  Culbert  (chairman  of  Executive, 
North  British  Branch)  presiding.  The  audience  completely 
filled  the  hall.  The  chairman  presented  the  Ph.C.  diplomas 
to  twenty-five  students  who  had  recently  passed  the  examina- 
tion, and  the  Biochemical  Analysis  diploma  to  seven  succes'sftil 
candidates. 

The  Chairman,  in  introducing  Professor  James  Ritchie,  said 

in  past  sessions  they  had  been 


favoured  by  having  distin- 
guished members  of  the  Edin- 
burgh University  professoriate 
to  open  their  winter  session. 
To-night  they  were  again  for- 
tunate, and  had  secured  as  lec- 
turer Professor  James  Ritchie  of 
the  Chair  of  Natural  History  in 
the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
Professor  Ritchie  had  held  a 
similar  position  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Aberdeen,  but  he  was  no 
stranger,  because  previously  he 
was  head  of  the  Zoology  De- 
partment in  the  Royal  Scottish 
Museum,  Edinburgh.  Professor 
Ritchie  was  a  great  authority 
on  his  subject,  and  his  "  Influ- 
ence of  Man  on   Animal  Life 


in  Scotland  "  was  a  standard 
[t«/«yrt/.     work.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Professor  J.  Ritchie  Scottish  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  chairman  called  upon  Pro- 
fessor Ritchie  to  give  the  Inaugural  Sessional  Address  on 

Zoology  and  the  Welfare  of  Mankind 

Professor  Ritchie  said  zoology  played  an  important  part 
in  safeguardmg  the  health  of  the  human  race.  In  many  ways 
throughout  the  ages  the  knowledge  of  animals  had  been  in- 
volved in  man's  progress  and  general  welfare.  One  of  the 
greatest  steps  in  civilisation  had  been  the  discovery  made  by 
the  men  of  the  New  Stone  Age  that  wild  animals  could  be 
domesticated,  for  by  making  use  of  the  labour  and  the  re- 
sources of  domestic  flocks  and  herds  man  had  been  released 
from  tile  drudgery  of  the  daily  round  of  food-getting,  and  had 
obtained  more  of  the  leisure  required  for  the  development  of 
the  arts  and  intellectual  interests  of  life.  The  increase  in 
domestic  stocks  and  the  prosperity  of  agriculture  had  been 
attended  by  an  inevitable  multiplication  of  the  pests  which 
preyed  upon  them,  and  in  the  control  of  pests  zoology  had 
found  an  activity  which  now  engaged  thousands  of  research 
workers  throughout  the  world.  The  checkmating  of  agricul- 
tural pests,  whether  they  were  plants  or  animals,  by  the 
discovery  and  utilisation  of  their  natural  enemies,  was  a 
comparatively  recent  development,  but  such  biological  control 
was  now  responsible  for  the  importation  and  breeding  of  many 
useful  insects  in  countries  foreign  to  them.  As  to  man  him- 
self, the  use  of  animals  had  been  a  stand-by  of  medical  practice 
from  very  early  times,  and  Professor  Ritchie  quoted  some  amus- 
ing recipes  used  by  Persian  doctors  in  the  thirteenth  century 
for  the  cure  of  human  ailments.  That  type  of  materia  medica 
had  become  e.xtinct  except  in  the  pharmacopoeias  of  the  medi- 
cine men  of  primitive  tribes  ;  but  in  recent  years  the  use  of 
vaccines  and  serums  and  of  the  secretions  of  the  ductless 
glands  had  brought  into  existence  a  new  biological  therapy 
dependent  upon  knowledge  of  the  activities  of  the  animal  body. 
The  most  spectacular  contribution  which  zoology  had  made  to 
the  welfare  of  mankind  had  been  in  the  investigation  and 
control  of  diseases  which  for  centuries  had  ravaged  the  popula- 
tions of  this  and  other  countries.  In  illustration  of  the  trans- 
formation which  the  last  half-century  had  brought  about  in 
pest-stricken  regions,  Professor  Ritchie  cited  three  outstanding 
cases,  the  control  based  upon  zoological  discoveries  relating 
to  the  spread  of  plague,  of  yellow  fever  and  of  malaria.  Finally 
he  pointed  to  the  investigations  of  heredity,  of  the  modes 
of  inheritance  of  disease  and  of  the  desirable  qualities  of 
humanity  as  promising  guidance  for  the  social  developments 
of  the  future. 
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on  Zoology 

The  address  was  illustrated  by  lantern  slides  and  by  cine- 
matograph films  illustrating  the  methods  employed  by  the 
United  States  Government  in  the  control  of  malaria  and  yellow 
fever.  The  films  were  being  shown  for  the  first  time  to  a 
British  audience. 

Vote  of  Thanks 

Professor  Stockman  said  that,  in  the  name  of  the  meeting, 
iie  desired  to  move  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Professor  Ritchie 
for  a  learned  and  instructive  lecture.  They  hid  seen,  in  a 
very  graphic  way,  the  unpleasant  impressions  which  parasites 
made  upon  man,  and  Professor  Ritchie  alluded  to  the  popular 
notion  about  the  miasma  from  the  water  pools  being  the  cause 
of  malaria.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  people  living  in 
malarial  districts  discovered  by  experience  that  the  closing  of 
the  windows  at  night  was  a  protection  against  infection.  The 
malarial  mosquitoes  were  night-flymg  insects,  and,  while  the 
windows  might  be  open  during  the  day,  it  had  been  discovered 
that  they  must  be  closed  at  night  if  malarial  disease  was  to  be 
avoided.  There  was  another  interesting  fact:  shepherds 
attending  their  flocks  during  the  lambing  season  at  nights 
had  discovered  that,  by  erecting  a  high  platform,  they  escaped 
malarial  disease.  This  was  because  the  malarial  mosquito  was 
a  low-flying  insect.  He  asked  Professor  Ritchie  to  accept  their 
cordial  thanks  for  his  lecture. 

Dr.  Nelson  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks.

Gunn,  J.  A. — An  Introduction  to  Pharmacology  and  Thera- 
peutics. 6J  in.  by  4;^  in.  Pp.  240.  5s.  Oxford  University 
Press,  Amen  House,  Warwick  Square,  E.C.4.  [This,  the  fifth 
edition  of  Professor  Gunn's  valuable  little  guide  and  introduc- 
tion to  the  subject,  brings  it  into  accord  with  the  U.S. P.  XL] 

Macdonald,  D.  M. — Essentials  of  Pharmacology,  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics  jor  Medical  Students.  6f  in.  by 
4  in.  Pp.  279.  7s.  6d.  H.  Kimpton,  263  High  Holborn, 
London,  W.C.i.  [Dr.  D.  M.  Macdonald  has  made  a  useful 
addition  to  his  growing  list  of  text-books.  Intended  primarily 
for  medical  students,  his  concise  indications  of  the  therapeutic 
action  of  the  principal  drugs  should  appeal  to  a  wider  circle  of 
readers  ;  and  the  "  Prescribing  Notes,"  as  they  are  called, 
may  save  young  medical  practitioners  from  writing  awkward 
prescriptions.  It  may  be  suggested  that  the  section  on  in- 
compatibility may  with  advantage  be  extended  in  the  next 
edition  of  the  work,  and  that  the  calculations  for  percentage 
solutions  should  take  into  account  the  present  weight-in- 
volume  requirements  of  the  British  Pharmacopoaia.] 

Goodman,  Herman,  B.S.,  M.D. — Cosmetic  Dermatology. 
9  in.  by  6  in.  Pp.  592.  36s.  McGraw-Hill  Publishing  Co., 
Ltd.,  Aldwych  House,  London,  W.C.2.  [As  a  guide  to  the 
study  and  manufacture  of  cosmetic  products  this  work  occupies 
a  unique  position.  Not  only  does  it  describe  and  explain  the 
ingredients  used  in  the  industry,  but  it  also  presents  an 
elaborate  treatise  on  practical  cosmetic  dermatology  with 
tested  formulas.  In  compiling  an  impressive  work  of  this 
nature  careful  planning  is  essential,  and  this  has  been 
admittedly  conceived  and  carried  out.  The  dictionary  of  in- 
gredients (official  and  unofficial  drugs)  gives  the  action  and 
purpose  in  dermato-cosmetics  under  which  heading  elsewhere 
in  the  book  appears  the  effects  of  the  drug.  Since  the  physio- 
logical effect  of  cosmetics  is  frequently  lost  sight  of,  this  manual 
is  especially  valuable  not  only  to  large  scale  manufacturers 
but  also  to  the  less  ambitious  maker  who  has  not  yet  passed 
the  stage  of  turning  out  his  modest  skin  cream.  In  addition,  it 
will  be  found  a  mine  of  information  b}^  the  pharmacist  who 
wishes  to  know  more  about  an  industry  which,  according  to 
some  authorities,  is  still  in  its  infancy.  The  general  tone  of 
the  work  is  dignified  and  scientific,  the  author  holding  out  no 
extravagant  claims  for  some  of  the  newer  medicinal  substances, 
e.g.  hormones,  in  regard  to  cosmetics.  In  the  appendices  are 
given  tabular  details  of  colours  and  perfumes.  The  author  is 
to  be  congratulated  on  the  production  of  so  valuable  a  work 
to  the  cosmetic  trade  and  incidentally  indicating  how  closely 
the  trade  is  linked  with  pharmacy.] 
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Heating  the  Pharmacy 


THE  Shops  Act,  1934,  has  provided  the  text  for  a  review  of 
the  present  subject,  in  the  requirement  that  "every 
part  of  a  shop  where  persons  are  employed  about  the 
shop  "  must  be  kept  at  a  "  reasonable  "  temperature.  This 
injunction  has  lifted  shop  heating  out  of  the  realm 
of  luxury  and  extravagance  and  made  it-  a  most  neressarv  con- 
sideration at  this  time  of  year.  It  i--  Mii-^f  uti  r,.  n  I  11  >  ih  1 
efficient  heating 
can  be  obtained 
without  disturb- 
ance of  the  clean- 
cut  lines  of  modern 
pharmacy  interior 
design. 

Indeed,  the  sim- 
plified and  forth- 
right  character 
of  c<)ntemporar\- 
pharmacy  iittings 
is  to  some  extent 
reflected  in  the 
shape,  colour  and 
functional  qualities 
of  modern  shop- 
heating  v'^quiijment , 
and  the  increasin;' 
critical  interest 
now  shown  bv  re- 
tailers in  the  ap- 
pearance as  well  as 
the  eflicicncv  nf 
apparatus  for  the 
provision  of  "  rea- 
sonable "  tempera- 
ture has,  during 
the  last  year  or  so, 
certainly  had  an 
inspirational  effect 
upon  the  designers 
employed  by  the 
manufacturers  of 
radiators.  The 
chemist  lias  now  at 
his  disposal  such  a 

range  of  designs  and  finishes  for  radiators  having  practically- 
equal  heating  qualities  that  ultimate  selection,  governed  largely 
by  personal  taste,  is  made  only  l)y  a  process  of  elimination. 

Gas 

The  introduction  of  gas 
heaters  of  cabinet  design  has 
had  the  inevitable  result  of 
ileCreasing  the  ])opularity  of 
the  columnar  or  "  loop  "  type 
radiator  in  small  shops,  and 
these  latter  units  of  relatively 
unattractive  and  purely  utili- 
tarian appearance,  though  not 
necessarily  impaired  efficiencj-, 
may  with  advantage  be  rele- 
gated to  use  behind  the  scenes, 
in  stock-room  or  dispensary.

Single,  double  or  treble 
pylon  units  can  be  ob- 
tained in  two  different 
heights  (27!  and  37J  in.), 
the  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum lieating  capacities, 
suitable  for  shops  10  to 
15  ft.  in  height,  being 
950  cubic  ft.  and  4,500 
cubic  ft.  respectively. 
The  earlier  models  were 
given  an  old-gold  finish, 
but  the  latest  types  are  in 
black  and  chromium,  a 
combination  which  blends 
well  w  ith  the  tul^ular  fur- 
niture now  often  seen  in 
modern  pharmacies. 


Cabinet  Radiators 

One  cabinet  radiator 
seen  is  designed  to  look 
like  and  form  part  of  the 
furniture  of  the  shoj)  (see 
second  illustration).  This 
heater  also  supplies  a 
combination  of  convected 
and  radiant  heat — the 
former  being  the  circula- 
tion of  warm  air  and  the 
latter  the  distribution  of 
direct  or  reflected  rays  of 
heat — brought  aliout  by 
fitting  meshwork  panels 
m  the  upper  part  of  the 
radiator  and  a  reflector  for  luminous  radiant  heat  in  the  lower 
portion.  The  varying  heating  capacities  required  for  shops 
of  different  proportions  are  also  taken  into  consideration, 
for  five  different 
dimensions  are  pro- 
cural^'e,  ranging 
from  26^  in.  to  374 
in.  in  height,  17^ 
in.  to  24I  in.  jn 
width,  and  having 
a  standard  overall 
depth  of  13  in., 
covering  11^  in.  of 
floor  .space  (back 
to  front).  Finishes 
in  which  this 
heater  is  obtain- 
able include  choco- 
late-brown, rose, 
mole-velvet,  and 
fluorescent  -  green, 
while  for  chemists 
who  wish  to  match 
up  with  their  wooil 
fixtures  there  are 
imitation  wood 
grain  finishes — 
mahogany,  walnut 
and  oak.  This  pre- 
tence is,  however, 
considered  contrary 
to  the  best  stan- 
dards of  modern  design.  There  is  something  meretricious,  if 
not  incongruous,  about  a  heater  which  looks  as  though  it  were

new  model  introduced  this  year  (see  third  illustration)  the  whole 
exterior  remains  cool.  The  radiator  can  therefore  be  placed 
against  a  panelled  or  painted  wall  without  disfiguring  results 
produced  by  discoloration  or  blistering.  Judged  by  standards 
of  both  efficiency  and  design,  this  radiator  is  a  considerable 
advance  on  any  used  hitherto.  The  upper  portion  comprises  a 
series  of  polished  fms  or  vanes,  and  beneath  this  are  two  doors 
with  oblique  slats  behind  which  is  a  reflector  giving  forth  a 
warm  orange  range.  Supplied  in  four  finishes :  Florentine 
bronze,  steel  bronze,  black  crystal,  and 
brown  crystal,  its  overall  height  is  35  in. 


are  in  general  use,  and  there  is  a  useful  little  general-purpose  fire, 
well  suited  to  the  staff-room  or  office,  which  can  be  laid  on  its 
side  with  the  bar-protected  elements  facing  upwards  for  boiling  a 
kettle,  ^\^lere,  however,  it  is  desired  to  create  a  consulting-room 
atmosphere,  in,  say,  an  eye-testing  room  or  chiropody  cubicle, 
there  is  a  good  deal  to  be  said  for  the  built-in  electric  fire 
which,  with  its  glowing  elements,  gives  out  a  visible  radiant 
heat  which  makes  a  room  look  warm,  and  immediately  suggests 
the  kind  of  comfort  that  encourages  an  unhurried  consultation.

For  shops  in  which  portable  heaters 
are  desired  mobile  oil-burning  radiators 
(fourth  illustration)  can  now  be  obtained 
which  run  on  rubber- tyred,  ball-bearing 
castors.  The  makers  of  these  radiators 
claim  that  the  fuel  cost  is  only  one  penny 
for  ten  hours  of  continuous  warmth.  For 
pharmacies  in  outlying  districts  not  con- 
nected to  gas  or  electric  mains  this  form 
of  heating  seems  to  have  possibilities. 

For  the  quite  small  pharmacy,  or  for 
temporary  use  in  storeroom,  of&ce  or 
^spasmodically  occupied  auxiliary  depart- 
ments such  as  those  given  up  to  cine 
demonstrations,  chiropody,  or  optical  work,  portable  fires  con- 
suming either  electricitj'  or  gas  can  be  obtained.  Those  of  the 
former  type  with  rod  elements  and  chromium-plated  reflectors 


tensively  used  in  pharmacies  at  present,  offers  the  important 
advantage  that  it  can  be  installed  in  the  recessed  plinths  of 
counters  and  fixtures. 


How  I  Ran  a  Christmas  Showroom 

Notes  on  developing  gift  sales  without  prejudice  to  normal  business 


VARIETY,  always  more  variety,  is  a  demand  of  the 
Christmas  buying  public  which  is  met  by  the  big 
stores,  which  put  away  their  everyday  lines  at  this 
season  and  fill  their  counters  with  gift  merchandise  at  all 
prices.  The  local  pharmacist,  with  his  small  shop  and  having 
a  multitude  of  items  that  must  still  be  shown  and  sold,  cannot 
do  this.  He  is  generally  content  to  touch  the  fringe  of  Christ- 
mas shopping. 

This  was  my  own  position  four  years  ago,  when  I  realised 
that,  so  far  as  Christmas  shopping  was  concerned,  I  had 
reached  a  point  that  could  not  be  improved  upon,  unless  some 
new  plan  was  adopted.  So  that  year  I  decided  to  experiment 
with  a  Christmas  showroom.  A  practically  unused  passage  be- 
tween the  shop  and  a  back  room  was  cleared  and  decorated. 
Two  extra  lights  were  wired  up,  and  a  long  trestle  table  was 
borrowed  from  a  local  schoolroom.  The  table  was  covered  with 
a  bright  Christmassy  crepe  paper,  and  Christmas  gifts  were  laid 
out  in  flat  piles  and  on  glass  stands.  To  the  customers  I  knew 
I  suggested  that  they  might  like  to  see  the  showroom.  I 
assured  those  I  did  not  know  that  if  they  showed  interest  in 
any  goods  that  I  had  on  show  in  the  shop,  that  I  had  a  better 
selection  inside.  Many  of  my  customers  congratulated  me  on 
my  enterprise,  and  thanked  me  for  suggesting  a  visit  to  the 
showroom.  Most  people  bought  two  or  three  gifts  instead  of 
the  usual  one.  When  Christmas  was  over  I  found  that  my 
takings  for  the  period  had  increased  by  25  per  cent,  over  the 
previous  year's  figure. 

Further  Extensions 

Seeing  that  there  was  something  in  the  showroom  idea,  I 
decided  that  next  year  I  would  be  more  adventurous  still.  That 
Christmas  I  had  an  upstairs  stockroom  cleared  and  decorated. 
A  long  table  was  placed  down  each  side  and  another  down 
the  centre.  Bright  paper  was  used  to  cover  the  tables,  one  of 
which  I  labelled  "  Gentlemen's  Gifts,"  another  "  Ladies 
Gifts,"  and  the  third  "  Novelties."  Small  lines,  such  as  cheap 
bottles  of  perfume,  were  placed  round  the  edges  of  the  tables, 
some  in  small  heaps  of  one  item,  others  assorted  in  small  baskets. 
Every  article  and  every  basket  was  clearly  priced  so  that  cus- 
tomers would  not  be  embarrassed  by  having  to  ask  prices. 
Other  articles  were  laid  out  on  stands  apd  on  boxes  covered 
with  crepe  paper.    A  Christmas  atmosphere  was  given  to  the 


room  by  the  judicious  use  of  decoration  and  holly.  Three  weeks 
before  Christmas  I  circularised  all  my  known  customers  and 
invited  them  to  visit  the  showroom  which  had  been  designed 
for  their  comfort  and  convenience.  I  also  advertised  in  the 
local  press  and,  where  personal  contact  was  possible,  I  made 
the  announcement  by  word  of  mouth.  Curiosity  evidently  did 
the  rest,  and  for  a  fortnight  before  Christmas  my  showroom 
was  hardly  empty  of  a  customer.  At  times  it  was  so  full  that 
I  wondered  if  I  had  better  summon  outside  help.  My  takings 
for  that  Christmas  were  beyond  all  expectations,  and  I  was 
a  permanent  convert  to  the  idea  of  Christmas  showrooms. 

Search  for  a  Cause 

The  following  vear  I  decided  to  try  a  new  venture,  and 
instead  of  three  long  tables  I  hired  about  a  dozen  smaller 
tables.  I  had  got  the  "  store  spirit,"  and  was  going  to  de- 
partmentalise.  One  table  I  confined  to  a  single  maker's  pro- 
ducts, another  to  gentlemen's  dressing  cases,  a  third  to  perfurne 
sprays,  and  so  on.  The  appearance  of  the  finished  room  was 
quite  elegant.  Advertising  was  done  as  in  the  previous  year, 
and  invitation  by  word  of  mouth  was  resorted  to  as  before. 
All  goods  were  again  priced.  Crowds  flocked  to  the  showroom 
as  I  hoped  they  would,  but,  strangely  enough,  that  year's 
takings  did  not  reach  the  height  of  the  previous  year's.  What 
was  the  cause?  I  racked  my  brain.  Did  my  customers  not 
appreciate  my  departmentalisation  idea?  Did  they  think  that 
I  was  aping  the  store  too  closely  ?  I  thought  and  thought. 
Finally  I  decided  that  individual  sales  were  down,  and  this  led 
me  to  suspect  that  customers  were  not  buying  the  same  number 
of*  gifts  per  visit.  In  a  crowded  showroom,  where  walking 
about  was  rather  difficult,  customers  had  not  been  able  to  see 
a  sufficient  variety  of  gifts  without  pressing  from  one  table  to 
another.  Even  if  they  had  managed  to  scrutinise  every  table, 
they  had  forgotten  tlie  display  on  the  first  by  the  time  they 
reached  the  later  displays. 

This  year  I  am  going  back  to  my  three-table  plan,  one  down 
each  side  and  one  down  the  middle.  Variety  will  be  my  watch- 
word, and  all  my  gifts  for  the  ladies  will  be  out  on  one  table,  all 
gentlemen's  gifts  on  the  second,  and  novelties  will  be  put  on  a 
third.  I  am  hoping  for  big  things,  and  as  encouragement  I  am 
giving  away  a  larightly  coloured  little  greeting  tab  with  every 
gift  purchased. — R.  G.  (20/11).

In 
all  cases -the  prices  obtained  were  higher  than,  those  obtained  in  the 
sales  of  recent  years.  Very  firm  conditions  continue  in  Curasao 
Aloes.  Shipment  prices  for  Aleppy  green  Cardamoms  are  slightly 
easier  this  week.  There  was  a  public  sale  of  Duckwari  this  morning. 
The  shipment  market  for  Cloves  is  rather  easier.  Bergen  reports 
shipment  market  for  Cod-Liver  Oil  remains  easy  and  dull.  Inquiry 
of  Russian  Ergot  continues  ;  other  descriptions  quiet.  Sudan  Gum 
Acacia  shows  no  sign  of  recovery,  with  spot  and  shipment  business 
negligible.  Spot  values  for  Hydrastis  are  now  up  to  the  new  crop 
shipment  price.  Fair  inquiry  for  Matto  Gross  Ipecacuanha.  Spanish- 
Italian  Mercury  is  steadier  and  a  slight  recovery  in  prices  is  possible. 
Pimento  is  easier  forward.  Rough  round  Rhubarb  has  been  selling 
steadily  on  spot  at  full  prices  ;  stocks  limited.  With  an  increased 
restriction  on  exports,  quotations  for  Rubber  are  better.  Senega  is 
steady  but  quiet.  Tragac^.nth  shows  no  change  on  the  week.  Waxes 
have  been  quiet. 

Essential  Oils 

Most  products  in  thi'-  market  are  recei\  iug  a  limited  inquiry  and 
business  generally  ih>  on  the  quiet  side.  With  small  spot  stocks  and 
no  shipment  ofiers,  values  for  Anise  (Star)  are  fully  steady. 
Bergamot  remains  idle.  One  or  two  sales  of  Cassia  reported  at  full 
prices.  Ceylon  Cinnamon  Leaf  is  barely  steady  forward.  Java 
CiTRONELLA  is  quoted  cheaper  for  shipment,  with  business  very  slow 
for  this  market.  The  shipment  quotation  for  Madagascar  Clove  is 
again  slightly  easier.  Keen  spot  prices  quoted  for  Australian 
Elxalyptus.  Geranium  oils  are  rather  easier  forward  ;  business 
quiet.  New  crop  Sicilian  hand-pressed  Lemon  has  attracted  a  litth^ 
business,  but  generally  buyers  are  not  interested  and  prefer  to  await 
developments.

Treatment  of  Rheumatism 

Sir, — Your  leading  article  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  November  13  entitled  "  War  on  Rheumatism  "  is  most 
timely.  The  further  one  inquires  into  the  problem  the  less 
it  appears  has  been  known  in  the  past  about  the  cause  of 
this  disease.  Even  the  terminology  on  the  subject  is  in  a 
state  of  chaos.  It  seems  that  the  word  "  rheumatism  "  should 
strictly  only  be  applied  to  rheumatic  fever,  while  "  arthritis 
must  only  be  applied  to  the  joints.  Your  reference  to  the 
possibility  of  a  nutritional  deficiency  playing  a  part  in  the 
cause  of  rheumatism  is,  however,  a  very  important  one.  I 
should  like  to  bring  forward  in  this  connexion  the  striking 
work  of  Dr.  Vorhaus  in  America.  Dr.  Vorhaus  was  associated 
with  Professor  R.  R.  Williams  of  Columbia  University,  who 
was  the  worker  who  first  made  pure  synthetic  vitamin  B. 
Vorhaus  has  treated  250  cases  of  rheumatism  with  this  sub- 
stance and  given  relief  in  about  90  per  cent,  of  all  the  cases. 
These  results  are  very  impressive,  and  it  is  obvious  that  the 
inclusion  of  a  maximum  amount  of  vitamin  B  in  the  diet  of 
sufferers  from  this  disease  cannot  fail  to  bring  a  great  deal  of 
benefit.

Sir, — It  is  obvious  that  Mr.  F.  \V.  Yeomans  lias  quite 
failed  to  grasp  the  idea  of  sane  pharmaceutical  advertising. 
No  one  with  any  sense  would  in  these  days  advocate  adver- 
tising the  individual  pharmacist  as  against  the  company 
chemist,  nor  would  he  confuse  the  issue  by  comparing  the 
collective  propaganda  suggested  on  behalf  of  the  pharmacist 
with  the  ;^6,ooo,ooo  spent  by  proprietary  medicine  manufac- 
turers in  advertising  hundreds  of  different  preparations.  The 
company  advertising  to  which  I  referred  in  mv  previous  letter 
stressed  the  value  of  the  qualified  chemist  in  the  supply  of 
medicines  and  did  not  decry  the  individual  pharmacist.  1 
suggest  the  loss  of  approximately  2,000  a  year  on  various 
commercial  ventures  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  might  easily 
be  converted  into  a  profit  for  the  trade  in  general  if  it  were 
spent  on  careful  and  judicious  |)ul)licit\-. — Yours  faithfully.

Coding  Prescriptions 

Sir, — "  Coding  Prescriptions  "  provided  a  subject  for  a"  use- 
ful discussion  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Ulster  Chemist's 
Association  (p.  635).  I  have  long  held  the  opinion  that  coding 
of  scripts  is  one  of  the  easiest  and  most  practical  methods  of 
bettering  the  condition  of  the  dispensing  pharmacist.  What 
private  dispensing  he  has  is  rapidly  going  from  him,  from 
various  causes  ;  it  is  the  more  necessary,  therefore,  that  he 
should  conserve  what  little  he  has  left  to  him  by  agreeing  with 
his  brethren  on  a  standard  method  of  pricing.  '  The  pliar- 
macist  needs  courage.  First,  if  he  is  the  original  dispenser 
of  the  script,  to  affix  the  code,  and  second,  if  he  dispenses 
a  coded  script,  to  charge  the  code  price.  If  local  associations 
would  discuss  this  matter  and  take  practical  steps  to  put  a 
pricing  system _^into  force  the  problem  would  easily  be  solved. 
The  pity  is  that  pharmacists  as  a  class  are  sometimes  least 
active  when  their  real  interests  are  threatened. — I  am,  etc.,

— The  best  oils  to  use  are  the  vegetable  ones  with  i  to  1.5 
})er  cent,  of  cholesterol  and,  of  course,  ,a  preservative  of  which 
an  ester  of  parahydroxybenzoic  acid  is  most  suitable.  The 
follovving  formula  gives  a  good  product  which  may  be  perfumed

C.  H.  (2/ 11). — Slimming  cream. — It  is  not  clear  from  your 
description  whether  a  casein  massage  cream  is  intended  or  a 
preparation  such  as  the  following:  Lanolin  50  gm.,  soft  paraffin 
50  gm.,  tincture  of  benzoin  20  drops,  mixed  with  water  in 
which  10  gm.  of  potassium  iodide  has  been  dissolved.  The 
perfume  can  be  added  as  desired.

Artificial  Silk 

M.  de  Chardonnet  has  communicated  the  following  process 
to  the  [Paris]  Academy  of  Sciences.  A  solution  of  3  grams 
of  guncotton  is  effected  in  100  or  150  grams  of  a  mixture  of 
equal  parts  of  alcohol  and  ether  ;  next  2  J  cubic  centimetres 
is  added  of  a  10  per  cent,  solution  of  dry  ferrous  chloride  in 
alcohol,  and  finally  ij  c.c.  of  a  like  solution  of  tannin.  The 
mixture  being  filtered  is  introduced  in  a  vessel  provided  with 
a  very  fine  glass  or  platinum  point,  which  leads  into  a  vase 
filled  with  water  acidulated  with  0.5  per  cent,  of  nitric  acid. 
On  reaching  the  acidulated  bath  the  solution  immediately 
solidifies  into  a  thread  which  may  be  spun  by  a  uniform  draw- 
ing motion.  The  thread,  which  has  to  be  dried  at  once,  is 
transparent,  very  pliable,  and  has  all  the  appearance  of  silk. 
It  is  either  grey  or  black,  but  may  receive  any  colour  pro- 
vided it  be  added  to  the  solution  before  spinning.
